‘Tus conditions of the carrying trade 
on the Yangtsze are likely to be altered 
during the ensuing few months. For 
six years, now, since the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company bought up 
the various private steamers which were 
running on the river, that Company 
has had only -to encounter tho rivalry 
of the Union Steam Navigation Com. 
pany, with which it has worked on an 
amicable understanding. The little 
steamer Hanyang has also been plying 
during the past twelve months; but 
her small tonnage renders her compoti- 
tion inappreciable tothe giant monopoly. 

The large earnings of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company, however, 
have attracted the attention of the 
Managers of the Ocean Steamship 
Company, which is running the “Ho- 
meric” line of vessels in fortnightly 
rivalry with tho mail steamers, be- 
tween China and England; and Mr. 
Holt has got up.a new Company, called 
the “ Chinese Navigation Company,” to 
contest with the 8. 8. N. the monopoly 
of the River. The now Company has 
begun by buying the steamers and in- 
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terest of the Union Steam Navigation 
Company, which ceases from the 
Ist of April to run on the Yang. 
tsze; and it is understood that two 

- other steamers, built especially for the 
trade, are on their way out from Eng- 
land. It had been originally intended 
to wind up the U. S. N. Company alto- 
gether on that dato; but the determi- 
nation was abandoned at a meeting held 
on Monday last, when a resolution was 
come to, to buy three new steamers 
fitted for the coast trade, which would 
run in conjunction with the new 
Chinese Navigation Company, and so 
establish through communication be- 
tween Hankow and the coast ports to 
Canton.—Besides all this, the success 
of the Hanyang has encouraged the 
owners of another small steamer, the 
Tungting, to alter and adapt her for 
the river trade, and she has com. 
menced running at the same rates of 
freight as the Hanyang. 

Negociations were no doubt had be- 
tween the Managers of the two great 
Companies, as to the terms on which 
they should run; but these seem to 
have been unsuccessful ; and the Shang- 
hai Steam Navigation Company have 
given an earnest of their intention to 
fight for their leading position on the 
river, by lowering the rates of freight 
one half, between Shanghai and the 
Riverine ports. Whether this will affect 
the intentions of Mr. Holt’s new Com- 
pany remains to be seen; but we 
should hardly imagine it is likely to 
do 0, a8 so very probable a con- 
tingency must have been taken into 
consideration when the project of 
forming the new line was entertained, 
‘We cannot but hope, however,that some 
understanding will be come to, which 
will prevent a competition & oufrance 
between the two Companies, that 
could only result in heavy loss to 
both. In the meantime, the small 
steamers have lowered their rates 
correspondingly; and seem not, for their 
part either, to entertain the least idea 
of withdrawing from the scene. It is 
an ill wind that blows no good; and 
sve can only hope that trade will be 
developed by the cheap carriage, while 
it lasts.

‘Mr. Disraeli at Richmond explained 
that he declined office because the moment 
was inopportune and no programme was 
ready. Thepresent Ministry remainsintact. 

The Oxford and Cambridge Boat Race 
was won by Cambridge. 

Correspondents are forbidden to accom- 
pany the Khivan Expedition. ‘The equip- 
ment of the Expedition is completed. 

‘The French Army Re-organization Bill 
provides for aforce of one million men. 
‘The French Budget for 1874 shows an 
expenditure of 2,523 millions of Francs, 
against a revenue of 2,526 millions. 

‘Tho insubordination of troops in Cata- 
Ionia is causing uneasiness, The Carlists 
have routed the Government troops— 
Tripoli ; captured Berga. Great excite- 
met at Barcelona, 

‘The Asiatic Society held a meeting on 
the 26th ulto, at which papers were 
read, by Mr. Schmidt on ‘the Early 
History of Shanghai,” and by Mr. Kings- 
mill on “The legend of Wen Wang the 
founder of the Chow dynasty.” As will 
be seen from the sketch of proceedings 
we give elsewhere, the first paper evoked 
many interesting reminiscences from some 
of our older residents. 

A meeting of the Committeeof theSailors’ 
Homo was held on the 28h ulto. The 
accounts show a profit on the half-year of 
$834, The Committee, on meeting, inspected 
the Home and expressed themselves well 
satisfied with thealterationsand repairs that 
had been made. Bunks which formerly 
crowded the rooms in tiers, in unnecessary 
numbers, have been taken down, and con- 
verted into bedsteads. ‘Che reading room 
appeared to contain a fair number of books 
and papers; but we take the opportunity 
of again bringing the claim of this institu- 
tion to notice, as there must be a great 
quantity of newspapers available for it, if 
only it occurred to people to send them. 
‘The question of providing a Bowling Alley 
for the men was again raised, and favoura- 
bly entertained; tho difficulty was the 
large outlay involved. 

A general meeting of the Shanghai 
Yacht Club was held the same evening ; the 
accounts for the season 1872-73 showed a 
balancé in the Treasurer's hands of $112.64, 
besides Tie. 1,578 to the credit of Reserve. 
Messrs. A. J. Little Commodore, J. P, 
Roberts vice-Commodore, J. Wilson Trea- 
surer, W. H. Howitt Secretary, Blethen, 
Coryell, Croad, Tucker and Viguier were 
elected a Committee for the ensuing year. 
‘The following new members were elected— 
Messrs. Housman, Dillon, A. N. Brown, 
J. Brown and Dr. Winn, It was resolved 
to extend the privileges of Honorary 
Membership in the S. Y. C. to members of 
all acknowledged foreign Yacht Clubs dur- 
ing their stay in Shanghai. The first Re- 
gatta will be held on the 11th April. 

At an extraordinary meeting of the 
U.S.N.Co. held on the 3lst ulto., the 
resolution to wind up the Company passed 


























at the general meeting on the 23rd Decem- 
ber last, was rescinded. The sale of the 
Glengyle and Tunsin to the new Chinese 
Navigation Company holds good; but 
the U.S.N. purpose buying three new 
steamers to run on the coast. They will 
run in conjunction with the C. N. Co.,com- 
ing to the same wharf, and bringing river 
cargo for the latter from the South—thus 
constituting a through line from Canton 
to Hankow. 

Judgment was delivered on Friday, in 
the Police Court, in the case of the barquo 
Kirkland, The Magistrate decided that 
the master had culpably neglected tho 
provisions of the Act, in regard to giving 
out medical stores to his crew, and fined 
him $100 and costs. ‘The ship's log was 
also impounded, to be sent to the Board 
of Trade; as it appeared that entries of 
the illness of the men had not been mado 
as required by the Act. 

The new British Consular Buildings were 
formally opened on Monday, at noon. The 
flag-ataff was gaily decorated with flags, 
in honor of the occasion, Libations of 
champagne were poured on the old and 
new foundation stones, and a toast of suc- 
cess to the new offices was proposed by 
H.B, M. Consul, and heartily drunk by 
all present, 

About 8 p.m. on Thursday, a fire broke 
out West of the Fronch Concession, but 
beyond the limits assigned for the action 
of the Fire Brigade ; the alarm was there- 
fore uot rung, and at about a quarter 
to nine, the tire appeared to be nearly 
burnt out, 

A notification has been issued, signed 
by the several Treaty Consuls, fixing Tues- 
day and Wednesday, the 15th aud 16th 
April, for the election of Councillors for 
the ensuing year. Nomination papers will 
be ciroulated on the 3rd, and should be 
returned to the Council Room on the 6th 
instant. 

‘The steamer Kwangtung, with H. 1. H. 
the Grand Duke Alexis on board, returned 
from her trip up the Yangtze, on Sunday. 
She had been expected on Saturday, but 
unfortunately got ashore some 30 miles 
above Chinkeang, 

In consequence of her non-atrival, on 
Saturday, a torchlight procession of the 
Fire Brigade which was arranged to 
take place that evening, was postponed 
by the Chief Engineer. Expresses to 
that effect were issued at 7 pix, but it 
was past 8 o'clock before these notices 
reached the members of the Brigade. ‘The 
Mih-ho-loongs, however, having mustered 
in strong force, were determined not to 
breakupfornothing, and accordingly led the 
van ina match along the bund, followed by 
the Victoria and Deluge Stoam firo engines, 
‘The members of the engine companies 
availed themselves of the opportunity to 
have some practice, until about 10 o’clock, 
when the Brigade dispersed. 

The adjourned Parade comes off to- 
night, in order to give the Department, 
as well as the residents of Shanghai, an 
opportunity of exhibiting a welcome to 
this distingvished guest. For this rea- 
son we hear that the river front of 
the three settlements, and those of the 
inner streets though which the procession 
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will pass, are to be illuminated ; and we 
have no doubt the members of the Fire 
Brigade will turn out in full strength to 
contribute their quota to the display. 

The Grand Duke will proceed to Nagasaki 
on Monday, in the Russian man-of-war 
Bogatyr. 

We mentioned, but week, the purchase 
by the O. M. 8. N. Co. of the new steamor 
Daybreak, ‘The steamer’s name was sub- 
soquently changed to Yung-Ching, and she 
started for Tientsin on Friday, with a full 
cargo of rice, about 1.30 v.x. On approach- 
ing the sharp bend at Pootung Point, orders 
were given to put the helm hard-a-port, 
but while the helmsman was in the act of 
doing a0, the wheel-chains got jammed in 
the wheel-house, and the ship was at the 
mercy of the wind and tide, both of which 
pressed strongly on her starboard beam. 
‘The Police hulk was in imminent danger 
of being run down, but Captain Gibbon, 
seeing that the vessel must inevitably run 
ashore, managed by means of working the 
engines ahead and astern as required, to 
bring her safely past the hulk, when he 
let go the anchor and sho drove in towards 
Howard’s wharf where she took the ground. 
Orders wore immodiately given to lighten 
the ship by discharging as much cargo as 
possible, and a tug-boat was engaged to 
Tun out the necessary anchors and chains. 
And she was floated off about 2 o’clock on 
Saturday morning, after discharging about 
150 tons of rice, which she re-ombarked, 
and at onco proceeded on her voyage to Tien- 
tain, her draft of water being 15 ft. 6 

‘Tho steamer Yuen-tze-fei made a success- 
ful trial trip on Friday, after her repairs. 
Starting about 9.30 a.x. she steamed below 
the Red Buoy, anchored for tiffin, and got 
back to port at 3 p.xt. Everything worked, 
and went on, satisfactorily. ‘Tho return 
journey was, we hear, accomplished in 1h. 
10m. 

It may be worth remarking that the 
sunken junk with the mast above water 
at half tide, off Gutzlaff,—previously re- 
ported by the P. & 0, str. Avoca,—still 
exists ; it was again seen by tho steamer 
Dragon on her laat downward trip. 

We hear that, as the crew of the missing 
lorcha Mandarin were chiefly Chinchew 
men, the Chinese gunboat which has gone 
in soarch of her purposes to look in first 
at that port; after which other ports on 
‘the Fohkien coast will be visited, if neces- 
sary. 

Amongat our shipping arrivals this week 
aretwo Japanese men-of-war. ‘The Rio- 
Tho-Kan and the Tskubahkan from Naga- 
saki, ‘The object of their visit is men- 
tioned in our Yokohama correspondence. 
Atnoon Tuesday, the Kio-Tho-Kan hoisted 
the Chinese flag at the main, and fired a 
salute of 21 guns. We also notice that the 
Russian men-of-war, Bogatyr and Vitiaz, 
took advantage of the high tide on Monday 
to cross the Woosung bar, to prevent the 
possibility of their being neaped. 

TheS. S. N. Co. have reduced their 
rates of Freighton the river, by one half. 
That is to say, they are now, 

‘Guinking” woe Wabaoe 
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The rates for deadweight are not very 
much diminished. 

A correspondent writes about the old 
grievance of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 dollars, and 
‘the squeezes to which a suffering public 
is daily subjected by the combination of 
shrofis, banks, and compradores. There aro, 
ho says; the following varieties of dollars. 

No. 1 (Sing-pun).—Some particular 
mintages which are very scarce and 
almost impossible to obtain. 

No. 2 (Woi-won) which are market 
No. 1. 

No. 3 which wore formerly No. 2, and 
which are the only ones foreigners 
ever got hold of, and in which the 
Banks cash their tael notes, and 
which, if you pay them back to the 
banks, are only received by them at 
discount of about 5 per cent. 

Our correspondent characterises the 
aystem in language the reverse of com- 
plimentary, and wonders that the public 
allow themselves to be a0 squeezed. So 
long as a dollar is not debased, there is no 
reason why it should be subject to any 
mmulet or doubt, any more than an older or 
newer shilling is, at Home. There are 
now, he says, only about 3 per cent. of the 
dollars in the place, that the shroffs con- 
sider No. 1; and their object in attaching 
fanciful preference to a particular kind, 
is to corner people who have to pay dollars, 
and make them pay « fancy price for that 
particular kind. 

‘The Pextxc Gazette of the 2nd March ¢ m- 
tains a memorial from the Governor of Shan- 
tung, reporting the arrest of the murderer 
of Séng-ko-lin-sin, whose name is familiar to 
Foreigners 1s Commander of the Imperial 
Army during the campaign of 1860, and as 
having taken prisoners Sir Harry Parkes 
and his companions in September of that 
year. The Prince fell while on a campaign 
against the Nienfei in Shantung, in the 
spring of 1865, and his body was taken to 
Peking with great pomp during that yet. 
Various rumours were current as to the 
manner of his death ; the first report (in 
the 1V.-O. Herald of June 3rd 1865) was 
that he had been killed in an engagement ; 
but it was subsequently ascertained beyond 
doubt that he was assassinated—though 
why, or by whom, has never been clearly 
shown. It was believed, however, that 
some of his own soldiers were the cul- 
prits; and the statement in the Gazette 
therefore, about this tardy capture of his 
murderer in the person of a rebel named 
ChangLing-yun, is questionable. However, 
the captor is to be promoted, and Chang 
Ling-yun ia to be out to pieces and his 
heart offered at Seng-ko-lin-sin's Ancestral 
Hall, in order to “display the justice of 
the laws of the Empire, and rejoice the 
hearts of the people.” 

Our Newcnwane correspondent writes 
that the first steamer of the season arrived 
on the 19th March, but found the river 
full of broken ice. In fact, on the 8th the 
ice in the rivor was still firmly set, nor was 
it expected to break up for some days. 
‘The thermometer stood in the morning at 
8 Fahrt. 8}-1b. Shirtings aro quoted Tis. 
2 but there is no stock. Malwa, Tis. 490 
nominal. Produce has declined. I may

The Graud Duke Alexis. has honoured 
Haxsow with a visit in’ common “with 
other China ports, He arrived on the 
24th ulto. in the steamer Kwantung: His 
arrival soon became known among the 
Chinese, and hundreds of them -were on 
the Bund from morning to night, to seo 
the Russian Taitse. One of the Russian 
hongs—opposite which the Kwantung had 
anchored—was very prettily illuminated 
last night, with Chinese lanterns of various 
colours. A few lanterns of a similar che 
acter was also observed on the bund’of 
Teh-Hsing Hong. The Grand Duke dined 
that night at the Russian Consulate, and 
was entertained by his countrymen on the 
following day, at tiffin, in the Club; other 
nationals, also forming part of the com- 
pany. H.I. H. left on the 26th. 

‘The China Maitlearns that the Viceroy has 
decided to build an Arsenal at Canton forthe 
manufacture of guns and other machinery, 
and that the Chineso Superintondent has 
already arrived at Hongkong’ to purchase 
the necessary appliances. Woe can hardly 
give credence to a statement that the Vico- 
roy intends to dispense with foreign aid 
altogether in the matter, as however skil- 
ful or ingenious a Chinaman may: be, he 
cannot work without i We hear, 
however, that the Chinese Superintendont 
is of a very inventive turn of mind, 
may not be generally known, that the Ohi- 
nese Government School at Canton, Tung 
Won Kwan, will not admit other than 
tar or Manchu boys. This, says a native 
correspondent, is hard ly fair to the Chi- 
nese, as the school is supported by the 
Revenue, which is levied as much frd 
them as from the Tartar caste. Pda. 

A meeting of the Morrison Society was Hékl 
in Honaxoxe on tho 18th inst, ; the funds in 
hand amounted to $3,276. It was resolved to 
devote $3,000 to founding’ ‘Morrisd 
Scholarship” at the Central School: ‘A 
meeting of the Union Insurance Coinptiny 
was held on the 2ist. ‘The accounts showéd 
abalance in hand, on the 3ist December, 
‘of $202,652, besides $250,000 paid-up: Ca- 
pital, and $250,000 Reserve. But, as heavy 
losses have Leon experieiced during the 
current year, by the Serica, Lalla Rookh, 
and E. A. Oliver, it was resolved only to 
divide $50,000, and to sot apart $25,000 
for contributing shareholders. A mecting 
of the Chinese Insurance Co. was held on 
the 28th. The Report shows that the total 
receipts from all sources for the year ended 
Slat Deo. were $370,751. Tho sum of 
$187,639 had been paid out upon ad- 
justed claims, and provision had been made 
in the sum of $57,105, for all claima pond- 
ing upon known casualties ; $36,000 has 
been paid as interest on the subscribed 
capital; of the remaining $18,000 one-third 
goes to Reserve, and the remainder to con- 
tributors. We reprint from the Daily Press, 
a statement by a survivor of the crew 
of the Serica. He seems to be the sole 
survivor, and owes his life to the great 
kindness he experienced from a French 
Missionary, who was living near the place 
where he was cast on shore.

FRASER’S MAGAZINE ON “THE PRESS” IN 
CHINA. 


Tae current number of Fraser con- 
tains an crticle by Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, on the Peking Gazettes. It 
may be described in one word. It is 
“ characteristic.” It is very wordy 
and cumbrous in style, and it is full of 
those liar views which we have 
seen produced and reproduced over 
and over again in the despatches of past 
years. The late Minister begins by a 
comparison of the Peking Gazette to 
its London.namesake, and though he 
guards against the impression that it 
will be found as satisfactory an exhibi- 
tion of the world of China as an 
ordinary European newspaper is of 
home polities and sociology, ‘still he 
repeats with approval the old standard 
remark of the Quarterly Reviewer, and 
ridicules the sweeping denunciations of 
tho Gazettes that are frequently uttered 
by students weary of  puerilities about 
gods and Veng-Shui.” 
It ‘is satisfactory, however, to find 
that sufficient interest in this coun- 
is awakened, to allow of the in- 
troduction of a subject so exclusively 
and strictly Chinese, in an influential 
magazine. The more the Peking Ga- 
zettes are read by Englishmen, the 
more clearly will be the true character 
of the People and Government reveal 
itself to their eyes, and no comments 
will weaken the force of this picture of 
the mandarins painted by themselves. 
Besides, considerable interest must 
attach to.the publication which claims, 
on unquestionable grounds, to be the 
oldest “newspaper in the world; we 
look upon the dingy little yellow 
. pamphlet with a kind of awe, when 
we reflect that it appeared probably in 
exactly the form it docs now, when 
Ethelred the 2' was reigning in Eng- 
Jand. This remarkable precocity of 
‘the Chinese nation in intelligence and 
developement is noted by Sir Ruther- 
ford, who quotes Mr, Medhurst, and 
tharvels with him that the country in 
which the art of printing was earliest 
known, and in which literature has had 
an undonbted and influential sway for 
many centuries, should at this moment 
be the only one amongst nations 
making any pretence to civilization, in 
‘which the press has no place as a ve- 
hicle of opinion. He demurs, how- 
ever, to Mr. Medhurst’s conclusion, and 
denies that well conducted newspapers 
in the native language would do any 
real good. Here we confess we can- 
not go into the same lobby with the 
ex-Minister for a moment. There is 
no country in the world, we believe: 
wher good current literature would 
be more valued than here. The peo- 
ple all Jove reading, and venerate books 
and scholarship; and, next to their at- 
tachment to the printed page, is their 
love of gossip. They are passionately 
fond ofa long talk about their business, 
their friends, their: superiors, govern- 





ment, taxes, love affairs, anything and 
everything. Now the newspaper would 
give the most conversational of nations 
new and wide fields for conversation. 
‘Wearetold that, as thenewspapers would 
note written inthe beststyle, they would 
never commend themselves to the fasti- 
dious tastes of the cultivated reader. 
It is stated that the only Chinamen 
who can hope for a hearing are the 
Chinamen who write classical Chinese, 
and are saturated with the wisdom of 
Confucius and Mencius; and then it is 
added that, as these purists know no- 
thing whatever of Western Science, 
they are not likely to edit progressive 
journals with much effect. In a word, 
according to Sir Rutherford, the China- 
men who can write their own language 
will not write for newspapers, and the 
Chinamen who will write for news- 
papers cannot write their own languago. 
It follows that China’s chances of 
regeneration by means of the Press 
are scanty. But we are not quite con- 
vinced. The British People are be- 
lieved to be much benefited by the 
Daily Telegraph; yet the Daily Tele 
graph is not, perhaps, the work over 
which the student of English pure and 
undefiled would choose to ponder with 
reverent eyes. We have always be- 
lieved that there is a great deal of 
human nature in a Chinaman, and that 
if he found readable ‘matter presented 
to him in a cheap forin, he would read 
with avidity. If the matter is dry and 
repulsive and offensive to common 
sense, he will probably reject the prof. 
feted efforts of the intellectual mis- 
sionary as he rejects the overtures of 
the proselyte maker. A great deal of 
nonsense is talked about fastidious. 
ness and literary purism in China. 
The most strict scholar reads amusing 
books written in a low style, occasion- 
ally, and if he were interested in per- 
using newspapers coming from the 
Foreign Press, peruse then he would, in 
spite of solecisms in style, the pre- 
cepts of Confucius—and Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock. 





‘THE CONSERVATION OF THE HWANGPOO. 
Ir we are to trust rumours from the 
North, the somewhat celebrated sug- 
gestion of the Chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce has received favourable 
notice amidst the shades of the capital. 
‘That is to say that foreigners, if they 
like to do so foolish a thing, may tax 
themselves for the benefit of His Celes- 
tial Majesty’sexchequer; buttheyarenot 
to beallowed to interfere with the taxes 
which a paternal government levies off 
its faithful subjects. Such an idea is, 
we need scarcely say, peculiarly Chinese; 
and, as being peculiarly Chinese, will 
doubtless have its staunch adherents 
amongst the admirers of Chinese 
ideas in the peaceful streets of the 
Celestial capital, where no rash Mac- 
adam has as yet appeared to fill up the 
ruts of time, or make smooth the 
hills -of chstructiveness. The idea is 
as peculiarly Chinese, as the corres- 





ponding one of the Chamber’ was 
essentially European, or Aryan, or 
something of that sort of thing. But 
does the Tsungli Yamén, for we may 
suppose the idea emanated thence, 
really imagine that the foreign mer- 
chants are going to put their hands 
in their pockets for its express delec- 
tation? Has it forgotten that there 
is such a thing as Tonnage Dues, or 
has it escaped its memory that 
the foreign trade alone of Shanghai 
contributes, directly, a little sum of a 
million of Taels per annum to the re- 
venue of the Chinese Government, be- 
sides a sum of perhaps double that 
amount, indirectly, by the prosperity 
that same trade brings to the inhabitants 
of Kiangsu. hero is an old game of 
“heads I win; tails you lose”; and 
that seems to be the Tsungli Yamén’s 
idea! You foreigners may spend your 
own money, and we will get the pro- 
fits; such an arrangement would be 
charming in its simplicity, but we 
imagine much too charming to be readi- 
ly accepted. Foreigners have no ob- 
jection to bear their fair share of tho 
necessary burdens ; they are willing to 
assist the Chinese Government in carry- 
ingout those necessary works, which 
its own effeteness seems to forbid its 
taking practically in band; but their 
position in the matter must be de- 
fined. The dredging of the Bar at 
Woosung is a matter in which the 
Chinese Government is deeply in- 
terested; if it is unable to do any- 
thing itself, it is only fair ; that it 
should contribute its quota to those 
who ean, and who are willing to bear 
their own proportion, As matters rest 
at present, there are other troubles 
looming in the distance, of a similar 
nature; and if it takes so long to 
convince the go-ahead members of 
the Tsung-li Yamén that a bar 
really exists at Woosung, and that it 
interferes with the navigation of the 
river, we may calculate the result 
should another obstruction some day 
grow up. If it takes five years to 
convince the most progressive China 
man at the Capital, that there is a 
bar near Woosung, how long would 
it take to prove, to his satisfaction, 
that there are banks outside? While 
he is thinking, we may be blocked. up, 
and that would suit neither one nor the 
other. .

Lower Cochin China, as the French 
colony is called, comprises six provinces, 
with a population of about 2,000,000. 
Each provinee is governed by a Profect— 
the whole being under the control of the 
Governor-Genoral at Saigon. ‘The revenue 
last year was 15,000,000 frs. or £600,000, 
which suflices I believe, to pay the ex- 
penses of Government. ‘This is derived 
chiefly from a land tax, and partly from 
municipal, opium, and gambling taxes 
which aro farmed by a wealthy Chinese 
named Tong Kin-sén, 
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‘The natural resources of the colony are 
undoubtedly very great, and with good 
Government it must, in future years, be- 
come a woalthy and valuable possession. 
Pepper, indigo, coffee, tobacco, sugar-cane 
—all grow luxuriantly ; land is cheap, and 
moderate capital and skilled labour will 
secure a handsome return, The great 
drawbacks are—tho alleged unhealthiness 
of tho climate, and the sparseness of the 
population. ‘There are, as I have said be- 
foro, only 2,000,000 Annamese ina coun- 
try which could easily support ten times 
that number; and the result is that 
a plantor must contemplate importing 
Ohinese Inbour as almost a necessary 
item of expenditure, The Government 
aro, I believe, ready to give every 
facility to intending settlers, of what- 
‘evornationality ; boing now fully convinced 
that the more foreign capital they can at- 
tract, the more quickly will the resources 
of the colony be developed. One of the 
early Governors, Admiral de Ia Grandidre 
if I remember rightly, made the fatal 
blunder of ropelling the Hongkong mer- 
chants who showed an inclination to open 
branch establishments at Saigon. The 
colony was French, and all advantages 
wore to bo for the French! But the error 
of this policy is now fully recognised ; and 
it sooms to me that men having a few 
thousand taels and a taste for agriculture, 
might make many worse investments than 
in a plantation in Cochin-China. Incipient 
efforts in this direction have been already 
mado—chiefly, I believe, under Govern 
mont auspices, and with satisfactory 
results, The sugar factory established 
somo years ago at Bienhos, by the 
Indo-Chineso Sugar Company, is now 
working well under the management of 
‘Mr, Krossor, and yielding largo and 
profitable ot-turn, ‘The numerous water- 
courses which intersect the low country 
afford excellent and cheap means of 
carriage to Saigon; and I believe tho 
Government contemplate expending somo 
40,000,000 fra. on bridges, quays and 
other works, throughout the country, 
to further improve communications. 

Everything, in short, is still in embryo ; 
but tho natural capabilities of the 
county are so groat that only bad Go- 
vornment can hinder a gradually 
creasing prosperity. And on this qu 
tion of Government, a good deal hinges ; 
the French admit, themselves, that thoy 
do jiot know how to colonise—but they 
show every dispostion, in Cochin China, 
to let othors develope the country for 
them. On the extent to which they suc- 
coed in attracting settlers to the Interior, 
tho future depends. ‘The question of 
population to which I have before referred 
is. vory important one, for the expense 
of importing labour is a great weight on 
planting enterprise.

Belgian Government by M. Olisloger, their 
Consul at Saigon, gives some interesting 
particulars of the products of Cochin-China, 
According to this report. 


“There are several valuable kinds of 
wood in the colony; that called “go” is 
black and very hard, the Anamites use 
it for piles in building; “sen” is a doop 
red sort, much esteemed for cabinet 
and delicate work generally; ‘vienvien” 
is white and hard, and quite equal in 
quality to oak; lastly, ‘‘ky-sao” is a very 
heavy sort of timber, reserved for the State, 
and may be compared to teak. Touching 
other produce, coffee growing is still in 
its infancy, there not being more than 
thirty-eigh! acres engaged in it. Tobacco 
covers more ground, but cannot be ex- 
ported to Europe, because of its prime 
cost, which is very heavy, and of its taste, 
which meets with little favour, - Indigo 
isin a languishing state, and can hardly 
venture entering into competition with the 








Indian quality. China grass, or Chinese 
nottle, occupies 1,250 acres, owing to the 
excollent toxtile fibre it yields. Its culti- 


vation requires two years ; the stuffs mado 
of it aro remarkable for their brilliancy 
and duration. The sugar cane already ab- 
sorbs a space of 25,000 acres, and is likel 
to increase considerably ; but the mel 
of extraction is extreinoly primitive ; 
nevertheless, the produco may valued at 
the poy lant is only 
tematicaly in the “ inapeo- 
tion” or province of Hatien ; each shrub 
produces 2,000 piculs (about 2 Ibs.) of the 
grain ; but the whole surface devoted to 
this article does not exceed 125 acres. 
‘The author of the pepe calculates the 
gum to be expendod in, the growing of 
1,000 pepper plants, and ho finds that, 
taking into account the interest at 12 per 
cent, of the capital therein, the 
whole expenditure will amount in’ four 
years to £.2,795, exclusive of the purchase 
of ground, ‘which can always be resold. 
Now, a pepper plantation once established 
will last froin forty to tty ‘years if proper- 
ly looked after ; the yield of a shrub is 2 
Ibs. ; the price fetched by 2,000 Ibs. is 
£.747, which represents the annual profit 
produced by the above outlay, being more 
than 25 per cent.” 

Rico is the principal export, at present ; 
the suitability of the plains for its cultiva- 
tion, enabling the production of a far greater 
quantity than is neoded for the food of the 
comparatively few inhabitants. 

Besides its own proper territory, the 
French Government exercises a protecto- 
rate over the Kingdom of Cambodia, whose 
territory, imbedded between Annam and 
Siam could hardly escape feudal subjection 
to one or other of thése more powerful 
neighbours. When the French conquered 
Saigon, Cambodia was greatly under the 
influence of Siam; but M. de Carné has 
lately told us how the political skill and 
firmness of the newcomers eventually de- 
feated the Court of Bangkok, and how the

‘Norodom under the protectorate of France, 

British experience in India shows how 
certainly weal Oriental states will fall 
under the influence, or actual dominance, 
of more powerful and energetic neighbours 
and, to judge from recent indications, of 
French policy, Cochin-China is likely to 
furnish another example of the rule. The 
French invasion is not likely to have in- 
creased the affection of the Annameso Court 
for the Roman Catholic Missionaries who 
were its indirect causes; and fresh casos of 
persecution are sure to give frequent occa 
sion for fresh remonstrance, The frontier 
relations also are likely to be sources of irri- 
tation ; and the Government of Hué would 
be more than Oriental—we had almost 
written more than mortal—if it did 
not lend ear to whatever plots and con- 
spiracies against French rule, may chance 
to be conceived or concocted in its lost 
provinces. Accordingly, we find the 
political position discussed in a recent 
article in the Saigon Independant, in o 
decidedly aggressive tone. 

“The most favourable hypothesis for tha 
French, and at the same time the most pro- 
bable, would be that the Court of Huo, 
timidated by a vigorous demonstration, 
would yield to the present necessity, anc 
would accept in all their consequences the 
following propositions :— 

“T.—A French Protectorate over tho 
whole Kingdom of Annam. 

“ TL—Tho installation of a representative 
of the Protectorate at assintod 
by a Military mission, and a com- 
mercial and industrial commission.

horself solidly and render her proteo- 
tion and infiuence efficacious.

Protectorat . reimbursement 
could be eithor in money or in pro 
ducts of the country, of which tho 
value could be decided by a special 
Commission.” 

This, the Independant considers, would 
result in the French becoming peaceft 
inst Huo, and occupying w 
chosen military positions in Tonquin.” 

It seoms tolerably evident, from this, 
that the French Government contemplates 
the extension of its sway over the ree 
mainder of Annam, and that M. de Carné’s 
suggestion of annexing Tonquin and try- 
ing to open up communication through the 
river Sonkoi, with Yunuan, is being scri- 
ously considered.

REVIEW. 
‘Tho China Review, or Notes and 
‘Queries on. tho: Bar Bart, 

Bikted by NW. B. Deanye. 
Agreeably to promise, the January-Feb- 
ruary number of the Chinese Review has 
made its appearance, following quickly in 
the halo of its predecessor, ‘The present 
number is perhaps more practical than 
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those that have preceded, and cannot fail 
to well repay perusal, The Revd. Mr- 
Chalmers of Canton—whose little book, 
«the Speculations of the Old Philosopher, 
Laoutsze,” has made his name well known 
as an expositor of the strange doctrines 
of the founder of Taouism—contributes 
the first article containing a sketch of the 
history of the sect, the main fault of which 
is perhaps that it is too condensed. 
_ Mr. Chalmers is so much at home in 
this peculiar phase of Chinese thought, 
that it is to be hoped that the inter- 
esting chapter before us may become de- 
veloped into a fuller exposition, Mr. 
Chalmers rapidly glances at the opin- 
ions of Laoutsze and his speculations 
after the Taou itself, an idea however 
which evidently eluded his own grasp, 
even when he seemed nearest to its realisa- 
tion. As Mr. Chalmers adds, “ specula- 
tions of this kind may please a small class 
of peculiarly constituted minds, but they 
are decidedly injurious and bewildering 
to thé worldat large. Laoutsze’s beautiful 
méral precepts have, we may believe, had 
a beneficial influence on his country in 
general, but this is not so apparent as the 
mischief his abstruse metaphysics have 
done.” Laoutsze’s defence of the theory 
of inaction has had its influence in the 
history of arace which certainly required 
above all things to have the opposite doc- 
trino expounded, With such ideas, it is 
no wonder that Taouism in the hands of 
his successors degenerated rapidly to gross 
superstition, a history of many of the 
peculiar manifestations of which follows in 
Mr, Chalmers’ paper. Not content with 
the dualism which he found in Chi 
thought of his epoch—and which was the 
reason of all things in the strivings of the 
Yang and Yin, (in Cantonese Yum) the 
male,and female, or light and dark princi- 
ples of nature, the Agni and Yama of the 
Vedic cosmogony—Laoutsze introduces ap- 
patently a third principle, the Hok’i the 
Harmonious Breath or Spirit, something 
of a nature intermediate between the two. 
Following apparently in this the lead of 
Buddhism, a Taouist Trinity is thus formed, 
of which eventually Laoutsze himself be- 
comes a member, curiously enough divid- 
ing the honour with Pwanku or Chaos. 
Laoutsze’s successors could scarcely be ex- 
pected to follow the dreamy lead of the 
Old Philosopher ; something more concrete 
was needed, and so Taouism became the 
recipierit of the folk loro of China, Fairies 
and genii were included in its worthies, and 
even the grim conqueror Tsin-chi Hwangti 
hiniself was induced to set out in search of 
Fairy-land. hefoo is a classic land in con- 
nection with these dreams of the Emperor. 
Frorh its bluff he used to gaze out over 
the'broad expanse of the gulf of Pechili, 
and wonder whether Fairy-land would 
come floating on its bosom to honour the 
mighty ‘conqueror. He was not foolish 
enough, like Wu-ti of the Hans who 
seventy years afterwards yielded himself 
up to the same fancies, to trust himself 
to the tender mercies of the sparkling 
waves. Wuc-ti remained at sea ten days, 
met heavy weather and got sea-sick, and 
returned a sadder if not a wiser man. 
But Taouism was not content with taking 








up these tales of a culture more ancient 
than the Old Philosopher himself, and which 
can never be disregarded by the student of 
‘human thought; but mustneeds proceedinto 
other and, if possible, more abstruse fields. 
‘The ideas of the Alchemists spread to Chi- 
na, and Taouism took them up in the 
eminently unpractical manner in which the 
Chinese take up anything. Two objects 
they set before them, as did their confréres 
elsewhere—thesecretof transmutingmetals, 
and the means of prolonging human life. 
‘The search after these objects in the West 
led to the discovery of the laws of chemis- 
try; what it produced in China Mr. Chalmers’ 
paper will show—a strife of words and 
nothing more, and a continual juggling on 
numbers and diagrams. Mr. Chalmers 
finishes his paper with a biography of the 
Chang family ; the founder of which, Chang 
‘Taouling, was a famous sorcerer in the 2nd 
contury. The Emperor Mingti of the Tangs, 
anotherdevout believer in the absurdities of 
‘Taouism, canonised him and his descendants 
under the title of Tien Sze or Heaven- 
master, a title still hereditary in the Chang 
family, the head of which to the present 
day resides on the Lung-hu mountain in 
Kiangsi, and acts as the high priest of 
the exorcists. 

‘The adventures of the “Chinese Giant” 
are brought to a close in avery satisfactory 
manner. ‘The troubles of the Tsungs were 
beginning, and soon the Niuchin took 
possession of North China, The hero re- 
fuses to serve the invaders of his country, 
retires to the country, marries Miss Liu, 
and becomes a sober and peaceable man. 
“I dou't believe much in {Buddha,” he 
says, “but I believe in woman’s love ;” and 
here the story ends. 

‘Mr. Bowra finishes his careful sketch of 
the Manchu conquest of Kwangtung, which 
throws much light on a little known chap- 
ter of history. ‘The most remarkable por- 
tion being the account of the forced removal 
of the entire population of the sea coast 
to a distance of ten miles inland, in an at- 
tempt tostarve out the pirate Cheng Ch’eng 
Kung, better known as Coxinga, whose 
power seriously threatened the lately 
established empire of the Tsings, 

Mr. Lister follows Mr. Bowra, with a 
paper on Chinese almanacs reviewing 
what had been done by foreigners towards 
the rectification of the calendar. The 
paper is, however, mainly taken up with a 
description of the Chinese almanacs 
published in Canton, which are chiefly 
filled with astrology ; the almanacs pro- 
per being of the most meagre desorip- 
tion. Days are set down as proper for 
nearly every action, even to washing 
clothes, followed by pictures of the Zodiacal 
nstellations, and interspersed with moral- 
ies of the usual China type, such as the 
story of the filial devotion of a young 
married couple who, to support the aged 
mother of one of them, actually deto:mine 
to murder their child, and dig a hole in 
the garden to bury it alive, when their 
devotion (?) is rewarded by the discovery of 
ahidden treasure. The cheapness of the 
almanacis, however, one of its most curious 
features ; and, considering that a block has 
to be cut for each leaf, indicates a very 












large cireulation. The writer wonders 





whether a reasonable almanac, which 
would give, instead of all this hopeless 
trash, some real and useful information, 
might not be started amongst the Chinese 
of Canton and Hongkong who file the 
Chinese issues of the Daily Press and the 
China Mail—and, we might add, the 
Shanghai Shénpao. 

Mr. Hughes gives an interesting descrip- 
tion of one of the minor risings which accom- 
panied the outbreak of the Taiping rebellion 
at Amoy, and the actors in which were 
known as the Small Knife rebels. The 
city was taken on the 18th May, 1853, by 
some 4,000 ill armed men, under the lead- 
ership of a chief named Hwang-wei, and 
was held till the following November. Tn 
many respects, the affair was not unlike 
what occurred about the same time at 
Shanghai ; the rebels were in both places 
offshoots of the San-ho-hwei, a Triad Socie- 
ty ;and itis evident that all that was wanted 
at this time in China, wasa leader of energy 
of character, to supplant the enfeebled line 
of the Tsings by an almost bloodless revo- 
lution, The utter incapacity of the ‘Tien- 
wang changed into a devastating rebellion 
a movement which, well led, might have 
been a blessing to the empire, but which 
actually resulted in the ruin of many of 
the most fertile provinces, and the loss of 
millions of lives. ‘The mild and compara- 
tively able rule of Hwang-wei at Amoy 
was in strange contrast to the unmitigated 
barbarity of the imperial commanders who 
finally succeeded in recapturing the city, 
and who slaughtered without discrimination 
men, women and children, till forced to 
desist by the command of H. M. Consul, 
Mr. (now Sir Harry) Parkes, who,was for- 
tunately able to back his command by the 
presence of Her Majesty's ships Hermes 
and Bittern. 

Mr. Gardner's notes on Chinese verses 
hardly come up to other productions of that 
gentleman. He talks of the Chinese fondness 
or poetry, and how a knowledge of the art 
of versification is of the highest moment to 
a Chinese candi for power. Did Mr. 
Gardner ever submit to the infliction of 
having to mako Greek verses at school? 
If he did, we strongly suspect they were 
about on a par with those of his Chinese 
friends in their own language. The best 
of the poems translated, the ‘“ Mo-li 
flower,” jingles on the same rhyme for 
four successive stanzas, varying only fa, fa, 
ka; fa, fa, ma; fa, fa, t’a; ka, ma, ma. 
Here is the first stanza :— 

Ho-ho yat-ko si 
Ho-ho yat-ko siu sin fa, 
‘Yow yat chow lok-ya n'gau ka. 

A nice little fresh flower, 

A nice little fairy flower, 

‘One morning tumbled into my house.

NEWCHWANG. 


The first steamer to arrive was the Shaf- 
tesbury, which anchored in port on the 19th 
instant ; but the event proved that she had 
shown too much energy, for the river 
was atill full of ice, and she had to 
shift her position, and has dropped two 
anchors with portions of chain cable 
that may not be very easily picked up 
again. In fact it was much too soon for 
vessels to arrive. ‘This morning the river 
was full of ice, old and new—for the ther- 
mometer showed several degrees of fros 
and ten miles up river peopl were still 
crossing. Even now it is not advisable for 
sailing vessels to enter port, as the fresh 
water ice has still to come down, and 
of n most formidable character, especially 
if impetus is given to it by a (not improb- 
able) strong N. E. wind. The Lightship 
arrived at her moorings on the 19th. ‘The 
©. 0. 8. N, str. Taku arrived on the 24th, 
and ‘was discharged within a few hours. 

Wildfowl fly in any quantity over our 
honses; and geese, duck and teal have been 
shot in large numbers. The roads are 
getting soft again, after having been very 
good for two months or more, during 
which period an enormous amount of pulse 
and oil has reached the native town. It 
is said there is double the supply of Oil of 
any previous season, As Japan seems to 
be well off this year, tho Hongs will be 
Dlocked up some time'by the large square 
oil boxes which seem to be lying every- 
whero ; and beaneake will have to be made 
for its own sake, at a pretty heavy cost, 
unless peas go down to nothing But 
what are Peas and Oil, compared to your 
‘Ten and Silk?

‘TIENTSIN. 


‘The Viceroy left here for Peking on the 
18th inst. to have audiences of the Em- 
poror, and to see Prince Kung and the 
others Ministers of State ; and the Pekin, 
Gazette of the 29rd inst, says that he had 
an audience of the Emperor on the 22nd. 
Beyond stating this fact nothing more is 
mentioned. But, it being the first audience, 
beyond congratulating His Majesty on his 
accession to the Throne and wishing him 
long life and happiness, 1 do not suppose 
any thing else took place. ‘The Emperor 
will leave Peking for the Eastern Imperial 
‘Tombs on the 1st April, and as Li Hung- 
chang is the chief territorial authority of 
the province of Chihli, he will start some 
few days previously, to see that everything 
is in order for the reception of His 
Majesty, en route and at the Tombs, The 
Foreign Ministers still remain in the dark 
as to the result of their request to have 
audiences of the Emperor. I imagine the 
question will only be answered after he 
hias prayed at the Tombs of his ancestors. 
It would appear that the Ministers do not 
expect any aid from Li Hung-chang in 
solving the question. But we trust Prince 
Kung will view their request favorably. 
‘The Manchu officials cannot but see that 
friendly relations with foreign governments 
must tend to strengthen their dynasty, and 
the reverse must tend to weaken its power 
in China, During the ‘Taeping rebellion, 
the foreign governments were the real 
power which suppressed the Rebels; 














had they acted neutrully, there would 


have been a Taeping Power at this 
moment in the South of China. The 
‘Manchu officials will be enemies to their 
dynasty, if they oppose the grant of 
audiences by their Emperor.

WANKING. 


The Grand Duke Alexis visited Nanking 
on the 20th inst. ; and went over the City, 
visiting the Arsenal and other places of 
interest. The Chinese authorities would 
have been glad to shew H. I. H. some 
attention, but at his special request every 
kind of’ demonstration was abstained 
from. ‘The people of Nanking are generally 
more courteous towards foreigners than 
those of almost any other place in China 
where [have been, but they were especially 
polite towards tho Prince and his, su 
Indeed it may be questioned whether, in 
any country, he could have walked the 
streets as free from obtrusive curiosity 
as he went through those of Nanking. 
It was porfectly well known to the 
people who he was, for the words “ Russian 





ince” were over and over again pro- 
nounced by the shopmen as he passed. It 
must have been very gratilying to the Vice- 
roy to think that the measures he had 
taken’ to secure the comfort and freedom 
of the Prince, were so successful. I 
feel certain that, if the mandarins of other 
places would occasionally exercise a lit- 
tle of the solicitude shewn by the Nankin 
authorities during the Prince’s visit, the 
name of Yang-qui would soon be as little 
hoard as it ought to bey and would be if 
the Chinese had but a little of the polite- 
ness to which they pretend. In no coun- 
try would a Chinaman be abused, as he 
walked the streets, as foreigners are abused 
in China, This is not to be overlooked 
because those who call vile names after us 
are children ; for, unless they were taught 
to do it, they would never think of 
doing it. ’ So far from the grown-up people 
deserving to be absolved; it is but too 
probable that they instigate their children 
to say what they dare not say themselves, 











NAGASAKI. 

An Exhibition of Japanese curios was 
opened on the 20th instant, in a temple 
(Dazaifu) in Chikuzen. Tt consists princi- 
pally of antiquities, some of which are 
stated to be nine hundred or a thousand 
years old, that have been collected toge- 
ther for this purpose from the neighbouring 
districts. 1¢ will remain open for about 
one month. 

‘The Express mentions a rumour that 
the Yokohama Maru, which left on the 28th 
ultimo for the Loochoos, has been lost 
somewhere near to Satsuma. It believes 
that the report originates from the fact 
that the owners have not received any 
news regarding the vessel since her depar- 
ture. Some derangement of her machin 
ry occurred near to Takasima, but she 
oceeded on her voyage after a slight 
Retention. 

‘Another public school has been opened 
in Katzuya-machi. At present it has only 
about 60 pupils, but more are expected to 
join shortly. “This is the third public 
‘school opened at this port, to which num- 
ber several more will be ‘added in course 
of the next two months. So intent is 
the Government on education, that it 
lias stopped the use of velocipedes be- 
cause they were becoming so popular 
with the native youth as to supersede 
the attraction of the new schools.—On the 
anniversary of the birth of the Emperor 
of Germany, the Japanese gun-boat in 
port displayed her flags with the German 
ensign at the main. ‘The only German 
merchant vessel in port, the schooner 
Adelina, was also dressed out with flags, 
and at noon the government battery fired 
a salute of 21 guns. 














‘A man named Chisholm has been fined 
$100 and bound over to keep the peace for 
twelve months, for a brutal assault on a 
Japanese washerman. This is his third 
offence of the same nature, and he will bo 
deported if he is again brought up on a 
similar charge. Half the fine to go as com- 
pensation to the sufferer, 








HIOGO. 
‘The Kioto Exhibition was opened on the 
1st March without, says the correspondent 
of the Hiogo News, more ado than if 
it were the five-hundredth occasion in- 
stead of the first. ‘‘I reached there short- 
ly after 8 aar., but found, as was the case 
last year, that’ had lost’ nothing by the 
delay. In 1872, it will be remembered, 
the Exhibition was held in three temples 
situated in different parts of the city. 
Admission was by , foreigners pay- 
ing 1 tio for «oot off nes, and nates Uf 
bus,—neither having the option of pur- 
chasing admission to one or two only of 
the three. This year the Exhibition, though 
contained in several buildings, is practically 
in one, as all are situated within the hither- 
to tabooed precincts of the Imperial Palace, 
Asingle payment suffices, foreigners and 
natives being alike charged five sen only, 
with the result which might have been ex- 
pected. Instead of the native visitors 
ing counted by tens, they are already this 
year to be counted by thousands. On the 
opening day there was one of those slight 
falls of snow which, in the incomparable 
climate of Mid Japan, the dwellers on the 
plains seldom experience more than twice 
or thrice a year. Yet despite of the dis- 
agreeable weather, the visitors on tho first 
day were 1,200. Friday was a finer day, 
though still cold, yet long before the clos- 
ing hour, the number of visitors for that 
day had already reached 2,000, when L last 
enquired. I never saw twenty visitors toge- 
ther at one time last year,—now they are 
tobe seen by hundreds, and as a foreigner 
is still somewhat of arara avis to the 
Kiotoites, I found the numbers some- 
what inconvenient in the more narrow 
assage ways of the Exhibition. * * * 
The guides and guards, so numerous last 
year, have all been done away with, and 
even police are scarce, being much’ le 
frequently met with in Kioto than 
Osaka. As for the passports, neither m: 
companion nor myself have yet been aske 
to shew ours, which was fortunate, seein, 
that—unwilling to gratify Mr. ‘dower 
caprice by performing the whole journey 
from Kobe to Kioto, little short of sixty 
miles, in one day—he had, in order to bo 
in time for the opening, started without 




















his passport.

Daimiys and the Governors of different Fu 
and Ken. The News says it is rumored 
that important territorial changes are in 
contemplation, that protests will be made 
against the recent summptuary edicts, and

‘YOKOHAMA. 
‘The Japan Mail says trouble is pending 
between Japan and China, on account of 
the maltreatment of certain wrecked Liu- 
chiuans, by the Formosans. _ 
“Soyejima, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, left Yokohama on Wednesday mor- 
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ning in the Rijiu-Kan accompanied by the 
Malacca, two vessels of the Imperial Navy, 
for China. ‘Tho object of his visit is to 
demand from the Chinese Government the 
wunishment of the inhabitants of Formosa 
for theit Iawless and savage treatment of 
several Loochooans who either landed or 
were thrown by misfortune on that Island, 
and who met—it is snid—the horrible fate 
of being eaten by the natives. The Loo- 
choo Islands formerly owed fealty to the 
clan Satsuma, the members of which are 
highly incensed against the Formosans on 
account of the treatment, by these, of their 
clansmen. Great excitement’ prevails 
throughout the clan, and it is also ob- 
servable that a movement of troops is being 
maie towards the territory formerly known 
as Satsuma’s. The ardont desire, and in- 
decd demand, of the clan is that the For- 
mosans shall’ be punished either, directly 
by the Chinese Government or by itself, 
and although the Court at Yedo is very 
reluctant to take steps involving unpleasant 
nogotintions with China, the pressure 
bronght to bear on it by the clan has been 
0 great, and the desire for revengo—a 
sacred duty in Japanese eyes—is so strong, 
that nothing less than tle measures now 
adopted would appease or allay it even tem- 
porarily.”” 

Tt is reported that “ the hideous custom 
among Japaneso Women, of blackening their 
tocth and shaving their eyebrows on their 
being married, or reaching a marriageable 
ago, is likely to die out or become abolish- 
ed, for we learn that the Empross has set 
the example of innovating upon this old 
fashion, dictated by Asiatic jealousy, and 
henceforth her teeth and eyebrows will be 
allowed to romain as nature formed them, 
It is to be hoped that the Japanese women 
will in this instanco admit that the Court 
is the proper fount from which Fashion 
ought to spring and then we shall seo 
abolished the greatest detractions from the 
personal appearance of the women in Ja 

on” 

Pho Gazette says “ the Peruvian Envoy 
is lodged in the state mansion of Hama- 
o-ten. Sonor Garcia has been received 
y the Mikado, and is now endeavouring 
to arrange a treaty of amity and commerce 
for Peru. The Japaneso ministers aro will- 
ing to enter into the desired treaty, but 
refuse to concede ox-territoriality rights.” 
—A Regatta is to be held on tho 24th 
May. ‘Tho brig Wanja has been wrocked 
on her voyage iakodadi. 




















HONGKONG. 

‘Wo reprint elsewhere, from the Govern 
‘ment Gazette, some interesting extracts from 
the annual report of the Harbour Master 
of Hongkong. During the year 1872, there 
arrived in harbour 31,394 vessels, measur- 
ing 3,777,076 tons, about one-half of which 
only were junks. ‘British vessels represent 
92, and vessels of other nationalitics 19, 
per cent. of the remainder, ‘These figures 
ropresont a large increase on the preceding 
year, an increase in which British vessels 
share more than half. Some interesting 
figure, too, are given regarding Chinese pas- 
sengers ; showing that, whilo a large number 
have come in from Australi, America, the 
Straits and other places, only 58 Chinese 
returned from Havana, and only 68 from 
Callao, although vessels measuring 20,056 
tons arrived from the latter port. 

‘The Gazette contains a comparative state- 
mont of the revenue and expenditure of 
the Colony during 1871 and 1872, showing 
a nett increase of revenue in the latter 
year of §80,389.41, and a nett increaso in 
‘expenditure of $58,511.25. ‘The principal 
increase in the Tevenue is in stamps and 
postages, which aggregate about $24,000 
over 1871. Finesshow an increase of over 
$8,000, and a sum of $14,000 from the 
Mins, ‘and $11,000 “Interest,” aro also 
included in the increase. The former 
seems hardly an item of revenue strictly 
speaking, and it does not appear whence 











‘the “Interest” is derived. The chief de- 
crease in expenditure in 1872, is $61,000 
on works and buildings, and $8,000 in the 
medical department. ‘There is an increase 
of nearly $16,000 in the Polico, and of 
$2,325.50 under the head of Auditor- 
General. 

‘The Daily Press notes the arrival from 
Liverpool of the little 34 ton_steamer Sea 
Gull, to the consignment of Messrs, Lane, 
Crawford & Co. “The log shows that the 
little vessel had some rough weather to 
contend against. This journey from Liver- 
pool to Hongkong, by so tiny a vessel, 
forms a noticeable item among the curious 
in nautical history. ‘The Portuguese cor- 
vette Duque da Palmella, has struck ona 
rock near Cape Saint James, and will 
probably be condemned at Saigon, The 

‘overnor of Macro left by the French 
mail for that place to meet her, and will 
in consequence of the disaster be unable 
to camy out his diplomatic mission to 
Siam. 

A match for $50 betweon two ponies, 
Royalist and Blarney, for half a mile, 
came off on Saturday at the Race Course. 
‘The race was an easy affair for Royalist, 
who won much as be liked. A cricket 
match between the Victoria Cricket Club 
and an eleven of the Royal Artillery 
was played on Saturday, the latter 
winning by about 30 runs, A. singular 
accident happened to Mr. 'T. Driscoll dur- 
ing the match. When in the act of throw- 

1g the ball to the wicket-keeper he snapped 
his right arm above the elbow. Dr. Legge 
has preached his farewell sermon, and was 
waited upon by a deputation who pro- 
sented him with a purse of sovereigns as 
a tokon of the regard of his congregation.

nd.—An Edict. Ma Gan-poo, a mem- 
ber of the Imperial Council, petitions th:

misfortunes of certain gentry who, toge- 
ther with one of the common. people, have 
committed suicide under the following cir- 
cumstances, 

Tn the province of Yun-nan, the Keu- 
jin Twan Tang-yun, the Sew-tsaes Ma 
Kwang-tsaou and Yang Ying-kwei, to- 
gether with an aged man named Soo Yu 
were all forced by the rebels to assume 
rank as officials. ‘These{persons committed 
suicide in succession, and thus profoundly 
displayed their adherence to. rectitude. 
Ma Kwang-tsaon, although a Mahometan, 
yet would not join the rebels, and hence 
he is worthy of especial commendation. 
We command that the names of the other 
four persons who committed suicide be 
also given in to the Board in order that 
they may receive commiseration according 
to their respective merits. Moreover, we 
grant permission that their tablets’ be 
placed in the hall of Ancestors at their 
native place Ta-le-foo, and that a trium- 
phal arch be erected to their memory, in 
order that allmay be made acquainted 
with their fidelity and rectitude. 

From the first disturbance of the afore- 
said province by the rebels, to the prosont 
time, the gentry and common poople, 

















whether Mahometans or Chinese reli- 
gionists, who have committed suicide, are. 
all deserving of pity ; and we command the 
Governor and the deputy Governor of the 
province to open an oflice for enquiry, and 
to petition on behalf of all such cases ; but 
‘on no account to trust to vague -reports. 
The rebel Too Wan-sew has for many years 
caused disturbance in the province, and 
both Mahometan and Chinese religionists 
resident there have suffered from the 
tyranny of the insurgents. Those who 
have thus fallen amongst the robbers 
could not escape being pressed into their 
service, We suppose that, thoir persons 
being thus in danger, they had no means of 
resctiefrom their perilous position and there-. 
forethey must not be ranked with those who 
willingly, and of their own accord, took 
part with the rebels, ‘The head rebel hay- 
ing been already executed, and the bandits 
all exterminated, the rebels at other places, 
hearing of all this, will be overcome with 
fear. Wharever the soldiers havo appoarod 
besides those executed in consequenco of 
having all along sided with the rebels, 
there have been others found who, owing 
to the force of circumstances have boon 
pressed into the servico of the latter, and 
these We order tho Board to deal loniontly 
with, with a view to their renovation, We 
further command the Governor and Deputy 
Governor of the aforesaid province strictly 
to charge both Chinese religionists and 
Mahometans, that they must not on an; 
‘account accuse any person falsely throug! 
enmity, Thus We desire to manifest, 
towards Our erring subjects, Our desire for 
their reformation. Respect this. 

(2) I Ting Paou-ching the Deputy Go- 
vernor of Shantung kneol and petition in 
regard to enquiry made, and the arrest 
trial, and condemnation of the robel who 
murdered the Princo Sing-teing ; and ala, 
praying that the Civil and Military officials 
who have exerted themselves in this mat- 
ter, may be rewarded according to their 
respective merits, in order to excite grati- 
tude and stimulate to greater exertion. 

‘After the province of Shan-tung’ was 
cleared of rebels in the seventh year of the 
present reign, some fow who leaked out of 
the net availed themselves of a favourable 
opportunity to create disturbance, and I 
gave repeated orders to both the Civil and 

ilitary authorities of the place, without 
rogarding landmarks, rigorously and secrot- 
ly to reconnoitre and search for rebels, 
and, as opportunity offered, to arrest them 
and’ bring them to justice. The Taou-tao 
of Yen-chow-fo0, E-chow-foo, Tsaou-chow- 
foo, and Tse-nan-foo, named Chang-kéng, 
has made enquiry and arrested tho rebel 
Chang Ling-yun, the murderer ofthe Princo 
‘Séng-kih-lin-sin, together with another re- 
bel named Shang Hing-pan who leaked out 
of the net; both of whom were concealed 
on the boundary line between Ho-nan and 
Gan-hwuy. The Taou-tae having consulted 
me on the subject, I sent a Too-sze attached 
to the Leang-shan Cantonment, named 
Kéa Teung-kéang, and others, to proceed 











with all dispatch’ to the place mentioned, 
and to lay some plan for arresting the 
bandits, This officer sent a spy from Low 


tsze-tscih in Po-chow, who enticed Shang 
Hiug-pan out of the village where he lived, 
and then the soldiers advancing in a body 
seized upon him, On examining this 
risoner it was discovered that Chi 
Eingeyan, hearing that the authoritiog 
were on the look-out for him, escaped and 
Tay in concealment at Wa-yang-heen, his 
native place ‘Téa Tsung-keang then con- 
voyed the prisoner to Yung-ching-yuon, 
which place was near at hand, and delivered 
him up to the authorities there to be im- 
prisoned, while he himself hastened on to 
Wa-yang district, assembled together the 
soldiers and police runners there, and pre- 
serving a rigid silence as to their object, 
arrested Chang Ling-yun, and finally es- 
corted both prisoners to Shan-tung. I 
then, in conjunction with the Criminal 














Tudge, Le Yuon-hwa, interrogated both 
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tho prisoners. We found that Chang Ling- 
yuen has consorted with the rebels for 
many years, and that he has caused dis- 
turbance in several provinces ; moreover, 
that he committed the heinous crime of 
murdering the Prince. His wickedness is 
great and his villainy excessive. I thon 
sent the Judge, Le Yun-hwa with the 
‘Major-General of the Foo-yuen’s troops, 
named M6 Tsoo-shén to procure an Imperial 
warrant to put the rebel Chang Ling-yuen 
to death by cutting in picces, and to pluck 
out his heart and offer it as a sacritice in 





the capital city ; thus displaying the justice 
of the laws of the Empire, and rejoicing 
the hearts of the people, Shang Hing-pan 
‘Was immediately betiended. 

‘Kéa Toung-kéang and others who gave 
orders that the aforesaid rebel should be 
silently arrested, and who, marching to 
the boundary of the provinea, succveded in 
immediately seizing him, have thereby ac- 
quired a certain amount of merit, and I 
Deseech your Majesty graciously to order 
the proper Board to reward them.—His 
‘Majesty grants the petition. 












Public Meetings. 


‘THE ASIATIC SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the North China Branch 
at the Royal Asiatic Society was held on 
the 26th ultimo, Mr. Michie, Vice- 
President in tho chair, 

‘Mr. Schmidt of Soochow read a Paper 
on the Early History of Shanghai, a consi- 
derable portion oftwhich had been published 

iously by Dr. Medhurst and others. 
Bertain portions’ wore original, derived 
from the well-known Local History in Chi- 
nese, ‘The portion which relate 














to the 
forays of the Japanese was particularly 
interesting. : 

‘Mr. Wylio, in commending the commu- 
nication, stated that a more recent edition 
‘of the history from which Mr. Schmidt 
row his information was worthy of spe- 
cial study, inasmuch as it makes reference 
to foreigners and.their doings, giving an 
account of the Arsenal, Custom-house, 
Chapels and the like. The visit of Rev. 
edhurst in 1840 is noted in the work, 

as also the previous visit of Mr. Lindsay. 
Dr. Williams remarked that the y 
Dr. Medhurst was made in the Hwron, an 
‘American vessel despatched on a voyage of 
information by the founder of the house 
of Olyphant & Co., a portion of the ex- 
jenso boing defrayed by the English 
Bociety represented by Dr. Medhurst, and 
by an American Society represented by the 
Rev. Mr. Stevens who accompanied Dr. 
Medhurst. The District Magistrate of 
Shanghai received the two missionaries at a 
small temple near to the present site of the 
French Consulate. ‘The audience question 
then, as now, was unsettled as regarded 
ceremony. His Worship demanded obei- 
since, if not kotow. Dr. Medhurst argued 
that he and his companion were the equals 
of the Magistrate ; the Magistrate was the 
greatest Chinaman present, this point 
was not disputed ; Dr. Medhurst was the 
atest Englishman, and Mr. Stevens was 
the greatest American it, which was 
indisputable ; but the Ehihsien thought he 
discovered a non sequitur, and would not 
adinit the equality of the intruders. Messrs. 
‘Medhurst and Stevens then resumed their 
rambles in and about the city, being well 
received by the people. On reaching their 
boat to return to the Huron at Wusung, 
they found that, the ‘District Magistrate 
sent some fowls as a present, and 
at the same time had collected all the 
books those gentlemen had distributed, 
which were piled up by the side of the 
boat and. ignited, whereupon the mis- 
sionaries placed the poultry on the bonfire, 
and left the present that had been made 
them, roasting ; leaving a message for the 




















Chibsien that, if their books could not be 
received as presents, they could accept no 
present from the authorities. 

In relation to the devastations of the 
Japanese at Shanghai, Dr. Macgowan 
remarked that his Ningpo friends gave 
these invaders a warmer reception than 
they experienced elsewhere. Ningpo proved. 
too hot for them—the fact being that forty 
Japanese marauders were thrown into a 
huge cauldron and boiled to death. This 
was not Lynch law, howover ; permission 
was first obtained from Peking. The Ja- 
anese Ambassador acceding to, if not in- 

cating the punishment. 

‘Mr. Kingsmill read a paper on the legend 
of Wen Wang, the founder of the dynast; 
of Chows in China, The object of this 
communication was to bring additional 
evidence in support of the author's theory 
that that portion of Chinese history is a 
myth, and that this portion of Chinese 
mythological history had the same origin 
as Aryan myths generally. Mr. Wylie 
and Dr. Williams timidly hinted at some 
doubts which they entertained as to the 
soundness of Mr. Kingsmill’s views, which 
doubts led Mr. Kingsmill stoutly to doubt 
the sinological orthodoxy of his critics. 
—And so the Asiatics went soberly their 
ways to their own places—the Chairman 
first returning thanks for all things and to 
everybody. 








THE SAILORS’ HOME. 


A meeting of the Committee of the 
Sailors’ Home was held on the 28th March.

The Cmarnaan said the business before 
them was to receive the report of the 
Working Committee, the Accounts of the 
Home, and Dr. Johnston's Report regard- 
ing its sanitary condition.

Report of tho Working Committee of the 
Shanghai Ssiors! Home for the half year ended 
Bist December 1872. 

In pursuance of the terms of the constitu. 
tion under which the Sailors’ Home is esta- 
Diished, the Committee have pleasure in giving 
a resumé of the working of that institution for 
the above-named period. 

‘The general working of the establishment 
has been satisfactory. 
att? interior of the promises is in good con- 

ition, having been thoroughly repaired at the 
expense of the ‘Trustees. ie 

¢ financial position of the Home is satis- 
factory. The receipts have been $0,917.58 
against an expenditure of $9,083.05 showin, 
a balance of profit on the ‘working account. of 
$834.53. ‘This latter sum has been expended 
in procuring a fresh supply of beds, blankets, 
pillows, curtains, &e., which were urgentl 
needed, and the establishment is now wel 


furnished for some years. 
‘The losses by seamen leaving the Home in 
debt &e. for the past six months, are heavy. 


‘These are occasioned by the stay of officers 
and seamen for a longer period in the Rome 
than the amounts they paid in are sufficient 
to subsist them for. The figures $537.12 do 
not accurately represent the actual loss on the 
general working, the accounts having been 
made up to the 3lst December last, since 
which date about $200 of this sum has been 
recovered. 

With regard to the suggestion made at the 
last meeting to provide the inmates with iron- 
bedsteads instead of wooden bunks, the Com- 
mittee took the modification into consideration, 
and finding that the same end could be at- 
tained at a less owlay and acting on the 
suggestion of Admiral Shadwell, it was decided 
to change the bunks into separate beds and to 


res the sleeping accommodation. 
‘The Committee were much gratified by the 
‘comments made by Admiral Shadwell on the 


occasion of his late visit to the Home, inas- 


much as it was mainly through his efforts that 
the Sailors’ Home was originally established 
at this Port. 

‘The Committee beg to tender their thanks 
toMr. Wilmer Harris for auditing the accounts,

‘The Secretary added that there was a 
sum of $1219 in the Bank, at the credit of 
the Home, after refitting it and buying 
new bed furniture. He then read the 
report of the Superintendent, as follows : 


Superintendent's Report for the half year 
ending 31st December, 1872, 

To the Chairman and Committee of the Sailors’ 
Home, 

Gestures, 

I beg to lay before you the following report 
of the general working of the Sailors Home, 
during the past half year. 

‘Tho number of officers and seamen wh 
have entered the Homo during 
months, is as follows : 

25 Officers, 300 Seamen discharged from 
ships 7 Seamen sent under orders from H. 
B. M. Consul, and 35 men destitute of funds 
and without mneans of support, making a total 
of 439, 

The’ conduct of the inmates has been on the 
whole quite satisfactory, and I may mention 
that the instances of drunkenness on the part 
of Seamen have been very few. 

‘The Canteen has under the new arrange- 
ment worked well, and the wines, beer, and 
spirits supplied have been of good quality. 

‘The sleeping accommodation for Seamen 
has been enlarged and materially improved. 
‘The old bunks or sleeping places have been 
removed, and small bedsteads constructed in 
their stead, A number of new beds, pillows 
and blankets have been also provided. 

‘A now sick ward has been established, 
better ventilated and in every way mote 
adapted for patients than the former one. 

¢ interior of the Home has been tho- 
roughly cleansed, coloured, whitewashed, 
painted and varnished ; several minor altera- 
tions have also been made in its arrangements, 
for the comfort of the inmates. 

I would beg to point out that the drains re- 
quire opening and cleaning, and to prevent 
sickness it would be advisable that this 
should be attended to before the summer 
months set in. 

The exterior of the Home will zequire 
whitewashing before the summer, as nothing 














has been done to it for nearly two years, 
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I would venture to submit the advisability 
which exists of laying on gas throughout the 
building, thus doing away with the present 
system of lighting it with Kerosine ofl, which 
is attended with many drawbacks, and entails 
considerable expense. 

Several explosions have occurred during 
the past six months, in one instance very 
nearly resulting in setting fire to the building. 

‘During the past half year, in many cases, 
only one half of the usual guarantee fee has 
deen charged to seamen, owing to their short 
absence from the Home. 

I have to thank several members of the 
community for many most useful contribu- 
tion of newspapers and clothes, for the use of 
the inmates

Dr. Jouxstow stated that the health of 
the inmates had been generally good. He 
had had 160 patients of whom 52 had been 
under treatment for venereal diseases. 
‘This form of disease had been on the in- 
crease during the twelve months; and he 
would suggest that the Committee com- 
municate with the Municipal Council on 
the subject, ‘They had now a Lock Hos- 
pital, aud might be able to take measures 
to check it, One man had died in the 
Home from heart disease, Several had 
been invalided home, 

Captain Wirxre asked whether some Re- 
gulations equivalent to the Contagious 
Diseases Act could not be introduced. ‘They 
were much needed. 

Tn answer to a similar enquiry from Mr, 
F. B, Jouxsox, Mr, A. J. Jouxstow said 
‘the Council had built a Lock Hospital, 
and after the Rate-Payers’ Meeting, when 
they hoped to obtain a grant of Funds for 
its support, they purposed asking the 
Treaty Consuls to get authority from the 
Taotai, to deal with Chinese brothels 

‘The CuarMay thought tho proposal a 
good one, and was glad to hear the Couneil 
contemplated taking action in the matter. 

Mr. F, B. Jouxson said the Committee 
wished, if possible, to induco the Rate- 
Payers to remit the taxes on the Home. 
‘These only amounted tos, 43 ; but their 
remission would be so much ‘in favour 
of the Home, He proposed 

‘That in view of the nature of the Sailors’ 
Home, the Municipal Council be requested to 
ask the Rate-Payers to remit all taxes thereon 
(License Fee excepted); or, failing entire 
exemption from taxation, that the rates levia- 
ble be simply nominal. 

Seconded by Mr. Kravss and carried. 

In answer tothe Chairman, Mr. Jouxstox 
said Municipal taxes were remitted on 
Hospitals aud places of Worship. The 
Council did not like to take action in this 
matter themselves, but were willing to 
remit if the Rate-Payers would sanction it. 

‘The question of fitting the Home with 
Gas was then brought forward; and the 
Gas Company's estimate of $250 for piping 
and §150 for chandeliers, &e. was laid on 
the table. 

‘Mr. F. B, Jouxsox thought he might 
almost guarantee that the ‘Trustees of the 
Home would do this. Of courso the Funds 
which reached them were intended as a 
Sinking Fund to pay off debentures ; and if 
they expended this sum they would have 
0 much less for that purpose. Still re- 
pairs were landlord’s duty. 

‘The Secrotary then called attention to 
the paragraph’ in the Superintendent's 
report about whitewashing the Home, 
making drains, &e. 

‘Mr, Jouxsos had not known there were 
other claims of the kind. In that case they 
had better leave the Gas till another time. 
If the drains required attention, they had 
Detter be done first. 

‘Mr. Jousstox said he would ask Mr. 
Oliver, the Municipal Engineer, to inspest 
the drains and see what could be done. 
Perhaps the Council's drain. pipes would 
answer, in which case the thing might be 
done for very little. 


























Captain Wuyre thought some _amuse- 
ment was needed for the men—a Bowling 
alley or a Billiard Table. 

‘The Secretary said the point had been 
often urged.

‘The Cuarmstan then said the Committee 
propoted to open, the season with the 

hhallenge Cup. ‘The first Regatta would 
be held on the 11th April, under the same 
conditions as before—the course, up the 
ile reach and back. Rules would be 
printed beforehand, and would be strictl 
adhered to. If a false start occurred, 
which he hoped would not be the case, 
the race would be sailed over again ; and 
the rule of a protest being noted during 
the race would be strictly carried out. 
‘This was what the Committee proposed ; 
but if any gentleman had a sugyestion to

Capt. Macxenzte asked whether they 
proposed a flying start, or from moorings. 

The Cuamaay said the Committee 
thought it best to start from moorings, 
and would provide them. Messrs. Hill and 
Farnham had promised to look after this, 
and have all in readiness for the Challenge 
Cup race. Mr. Viguier had given permis- 
sion to store the moorings on board the 
Customs Hulk, where they would be always 
in readiness. 

Capt. Mackenzie said many members 
had no rules, and some donbt and confu- 
sion had arisen in consequence.

Extract.—Mr. Busser proposed that the Di- 
rectors be requested to take such steps as may 
be necessary to wind up this Company as 
soon as possible after the 3lst March proximo. 

Seconded by Mr. Rescer and carried un- 
animously. 

‘This being the 3lst March—the Cuarn- 
Man continued—the Directors had called 
the present meeting to consider whether it 
would not be preferable to rescind that 
resolution. At the meeting in question, 
the Directors had placed before the Share- 
holders the reasons that had led them 
to sell the Glengyle and Tunsin, and 
abandon the river trade. Although 
the Deed of Settlement by no means 
limits the Company’s operations to the 
Yangtsze, the Board were not at 
that time ready to suggest a new field; 
but they have since concurred in the 
opinion of the holders of a large number 
of shares, that a winding up would be both 
inexpedient and unprofitable, and they 
have accordingly prepared a scheme for 
the running of boats on the coast between 
Shanghai and Canton, in close conuection 








with steamers on the Yangtsze, and with 
facilities for through shipments to the 
north, It was doubtless known to many 
of the shareholders, that a large portion of 
their profits last year was derived from 
their coast business ; and while the Board 
were far from counting upon a repetition 
of the high rice freights then ruling, they 
had ample experience on which to predi- 
cate a steady business. They had, in the 
brief time at their command, made prepara- 
tions provisionally for the inauguration of 
the service, and with the sanction of the 
shareholders will proceed with them as 
quickly as possible. ‘They propose to 
acquire three of the best steamers that can 
be had for the trade, and have arranged 
for the purchase of ‘the Acantha, whose 
entire suitability they know by experience. 
About the others they would be in a posi- 
tion to decide in a few days ; they expected 
to have new vessels of the highest class, 
with all modern improvements, fust and 
economical. With the Company’s present 
Chinese connection, they naturally expect 
that such a flect will give them a fall share 
of business for their own line ; but an im- 
portant feature of the new arrangements 
the forming, in conjunction with the 
China Coast Navigation Co., athrongh line 
from Canton to Hankow, with tho same 
wharf at Shanghai. It would perhaps be 
inexpedient, in the present stage of affairs, to 
enter publicly into details of the directors?

“Cmma as a Mrssion Frevp.”—A Pre- 
minum tract, by Rev. Mf. J. Knowlton, 
Missionary in China, 

To the Editor of the 

‘Nonru-Cumva Herat. 

‘Sin,—The brief notice of Mr. Knowlton’s 
‘Tract’ which appeared in your column: 
some weeks ago, induced me to seek out 
and read it ; and as it is, as you said at 
the time, really a typical work of its class, 
Lhave ventured to write down a few criti- 
‘cisms that occurred to me during its perusal. 

It seems hardly fair to judge a tract with 
this title, from an abstract point of view, 
as one would judge for instance such a 
book as Mr. Medhurst’s “ Foreigner in Far 
Cathay.” It is written professedly in a 
missionary set and we must expect 
therefore a flavour of the peculiar kind 
which missionary tracts usually betray, If 
the writer had confined hiinself to strict 
logic and didactic statement, he would 
have failed to reach the sympathies of the 
ass for whom such tracts are chiefly de- 
jgned. The fact is regrettable, but it is 
a fact nevertheless ; and tho equally re- 
grettable result often is to alienate the 
sympathy of those who prefer facts to 
rhetorical flourish, and plain statements to 
constant appeals to the supernatural. 
Still, there are solid reasons for trying to 
enlighten the Chinese, which I cannot help 
thinkiny such an opportunity might have 
been well taken to set forth. 

China is* one of the most interesting of 
countries, on account of her past history, 
of her quaint civilisation, and of the great 
future open before a homogeneous race 
numberiug s0 many millions and_posses- 
sing such a vast and naturally rich terri- 
tory. Hitherto the Chinese have not 
possessed the knowledge or appliances 
to develope the natural wealth round 
about them; and no more interestin, 
experiment lin been made in the world’s 
history, than the endeavour to raise this 
people towards a higher standard, by im- 
parting to them our own higher knowledye. 
‘Missionaries could, and I believe many do, 
contributegreatly tothisobject ; but Imust 
say the tone of missionary reports and mis- 
sionary tracts often fails to inspire this 
conviction in the mind of the reader. 
‘They run too much in a vein which would 
suggest upholding the three-day existence 
of Jonah in a whale’s belly as a cardinal 
article of faith, and the literal exactness of 
the six days’ creation as a divinely inspired 
record ; and are given too much to expan- 
sive enthusiasm about the “third of the 
human race,” “benighted millions,” and 





























“corrupt heathenism,” instead of dwelling 
simply on the best method of teaching 
useful knowledge. The real work of in- 
struction which is done by men like Edkins 
and Legge, is lost sight of under this ex- 
travagance. It is quite well, for instance, 
that Mr. Knowlton should point to the in- 
creased facilities of travel afforded by the 
Pacific Railroad and the rapid passage of 
the Pacific Mail Co.’s steamers, as bringing 
America near to China, and making mission 
ary excursions hitherward a simpler task 
thaninformeryears. But when he speaks (P. 
29) of this railroad asa striking fulfilment 
of Isaiah's prophecies, and ofthe ‘splendid 
and comfortable palace sleeping cars” and 
magnificent steamships in which missiona- 
ries can now reach their destination, 
doubts will arise whether men, who accept 
this as a prize essay, quite recognise the 
kind of instruction needed to overthrow 
superstition among these ‘ benighted 
millions,” or practically appreciate tho 

AE denying spirit which is uaually claimed 
at Exeter Halls, for the typical missionai 
But I have dropped upon a quotation 
at the end of the tract, rather too early. 
Let me go back and begin, as Mr. Knowlton 
does, at the very beginning. 

‘As Livy began with the fable of Rhea 
and Mars, in his anxiety to arrive at the 
origin of all (Roman) things; so Mr. 
Knowlton takes us back to the Tower of 
Babel, for the origin of Chin 

“The origin of the Chinese, from the best 
light we have, appears to be as follow: 
During the first century after the confound- 
ing of tongues, five or six nomadic tribes from 
the region southeast of the Caspian sea, mad 
their way eastward by successive stages, 
ing out the best watered and most productive 
places, and finally settled along the banks of 
the Yellow river in the north, and in the basin 
of the great Yang-tze river, in the central and 
western portions of what is now the Chinese 
empire. ‘The tribe which constituted the 
original progenitors of the Chinese race, chielly 
by their superior skill in agriculture, their 
settled habits of labor, and by 
themselves of the low, rich lands along 
‘water courses, which the renowned “emperor” 
Yu drained and protected {rom inundation by 
building dikes, Became more prosperous than 
their neighboring tribes; and gradually, by 
conquests, alliances, and intermarriages, they 
absorbed all the otlier tribes except the Mi 
‘ze, who exist among the mountains as a dis 
tinct race to this day.” 

‘There is a little indistinctness here, as 
to whether the Miautze are descendants of 
one of these nomadic tribes, or whether 
they were settled in China before the con- 
fusion of tongues ; but 1 presume th 
former is intended ; though, from the ds- 
tinct characteristics ‘of the’ race, we had 
looked upon them as aboriginal inhabi 
tants overcome by Chinese intruders. ‘Th 
however, is merely a point of detail, 
and it is difficult to be precise when deal- 
ing with such remote incidents. It is 
sufifcient for every purpose to assert the 
undoubted antiquity of the Chinese na- 
tion—if that makes it at all more important 
to convert them, than the other peoples of 
Asia who have failed to maintain a great 
national existence. Mr. Knowlton implies 
that it does ; others might think that races 
who had sunk lower in the scale of civilisa- 
tion—the descendants of those Assyrians 
and Babylonians, for instance, who are 
quoted as having flourished for a time but 
Become extinct as nations, while China 
has endured through all,—need Christian 
teaching more than a people whose institn- 
tions have really served them fairly well. 
One could understand the argument that 
it is more interesting to try the effect of 
Western knowledge. upon people who 
have achieved a civilisation of their own 
about equal to that of Europe 300 years 
ago, and there stopped short; but one 
would think their possession of so much 
knowledge and civilisation rendered 
their conversion of less. ‘ paramount im- 
portance” than that of other nations. A 
similar angument applies to tho point of 
“quality,” which Mr. Knowlton adducess 
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and the argument of “vastness” applies 
equally to India or Africa. 

All these are really only sensational flour- 
ishes, introduced to give interest—un- 
healthy interest, I think,—to the subject. 
And not only £0, but there is an under- 
current of exaggeration running through 
all this description, which is the more 
regrettable because Mr. Knowlton does 
write tersely in pages which deal with 
the religious question, pure and simple. 
What is the exact area of the whole Em- 
pire, is a question no one can answer 
‘accurately. We hardly know, even, how 
far in Central Asia its authority now 
extends. But I do demur to the estimate 
‘of 5,000,000 square miles, which Mr. 
Knowlton adopts from McCulloch, as con- 
Yoying an exaggeration. It you speak of 
England as a mission field, the idea con- 
‘yeyed would be the admirable opportunity 
that. exists for religious teaching among 
tho ignorant population of the mining di 
tricts, or the denizens of the back slums of 
large cities ; but the idea would certainly 
not extend to the aborigines of Australia, or 
tho interesting relics of antiquity who in- 
habit the Andamans, And so with China. 
‘The idea conveyed to an ordinary reader 
is, China Proper—the cighteon provinces, 
which McCulloch estimates at 1,300,000 
square miles, or a trifle less than’ Hindo- 
stan, But the larger area is incorrect 
even from another point of view. For it 
includes Corea—which is no more a part of 
China than Nepaul is—and Eastern Turker- 
tan which has long been independent, and 
which the same authority estimates to con- 
tain a tenth of the total area. Then we 
aro of course reminded that ‘one-third of 
the carth’s inhabitants” are to be found 
hore, and aro referred to tho consus of 
1839’ (415,000,000) as a basis for this 
fiction, Mr, Knowlton goes on to admit 
that some have thought so great a 
number incredible ; but affirms that, “for 
overal years past, it has generally 
been admitted by those best acquainted 
with China that at least the population is 
about four hundred millions,” ‘his state- 
ment has been contested so often of late, 
that it is hardly worth while to repeat here 
tho arguments against it, Indeed it is 
satisfactory to note that Mr. Knowlton 
himself accepts, in the next sentence, a re- 
duction of 80,000,000 on account of the 
late civil wara. Tf he would deduct an- 
‘other 120,000,000 for the sake of even nunt- 
ders, ho would probably be nearer the

with China; and Mr. Knowlton accord- 
ingly asks: "What is the Christianizing 
“of afew islands and small countries, com- 
“pared with the great work to be done in 
“this populous empire. Were all the 
“islands of Ocoanica, with Siam, Burmah 
‘and Assam, and all the other bordering 
«nations to become Christianised, still they 
“aro comparatively so small that the great 
“system of heathenism in Asia would 
“scarcely feel the shock. * * * Until 
“China is converted to God, idolatry and 
“henthenism will remain in thoir pride, 
1d ascendency in the world.”— 
real eloquence; deny it who can; 
‘but im’t it rather close on nonsense, too # 

Why, in the name of geography, are 
the ishinds of Oceanica grouped in this 
way with Siam, Burmah and Assam ; 
and what are the countries bordering on 
these lattor? Siam, Burmah and Assam 
may be spoken of as bordering on China ; but 
—except Cochin-China which touches Siam, 
and India of which Assam is a part—there 
are no others unless you take China itself. — 
‘To let this pass, however,— would not the 
conversion of India be a tolerably severe 
shock to the ‘great system of heathenism 
in Asia?” I think you argued tho other 
day, with some force, that the population 
of Hindostan was fully equal to that of 
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China! but at any rate it is sufficiently 
great not to be quite over-looked; 
Why therefore, should China be selected 
as the special stronghold and arche- 
type of ‘idolatry and heathenism ?” 
Certainly her complete conversion would 
detract considerably from the present 
numerical, strength of Buddhism ; but 
there would still remain a considerable 
amount of heathenism (!) among the 
120,000,000. Hindoos,. and of idolatry 
among the 200,000,000, more or less, of 
African Fetichists. It would be just as 
reasonable therefore, to write “ India” 
or “ Africa,” 

It is pleasanter to turn from these intro- 
ductory pages to the sketch which follows, 
of the religious history of China. Leaving 
behind him that exuberant hyperbole 
which defaces the first portion of the 
tract, Mr. Knowlton here gives intelligible 
facts. Justice is done to the ethical teachings 
of Confucius, and he is credited with mo- 
notheistic tenets that have been obscured 
by later teaching. We are surprised 
that occasion was not taken, in speak- 
ing of Buddhism, to point out the ex- 
traordinary resemblance to Christianity 
which facilitates Roman Catholic prosely- 
tism, but makes it difficult to supplant it by 
the simpler forms of Protestantism. Such a 
topic would surely have been cognate to a 
dissertation on China as aMission field. In- 
teresting facts are given regarding the Nes- 
torian and earlier Jesuit missions, and we 
are told that the Roman Catholics claimed, 
in 1866, to have 363,580 Native Christians 
in their Church. Justice is done to the 
Protestant missions, and a rather depre- 
ciatory sketch of Chinese character is put 
forth among other obstacles to successful 
propagandism. Protestant missions are, 

owover, progressing with their work, and 
counted, in 1868, 5,743 converts. | Mr. 
Knowlton counts, however, as an aid to pro- 
selytism, one feature which my own know- 
Jedge of the Chinese would lead me to rank 
as strongly antagonistic. “The clanship of 
familles, hewn cand ustom CI a 
ing together in villages and cities, will also 
facilitate the spread of the Gospel.” Now 
Ihave always heard the Chinese put for- 
ward, as one strong reason for their dislike 
of Christianity, the dissension which it in- 
troduces into families; and this feeling 
undoubtedly urges them to resi 
than their otherwise tolerant disposition 
would incline them. 

Further on, again, Mr. Knowlton says 
in one breath that ‘‘the intelligence of 
the people upon moral subjects constitutes 
a stepping stono to their more ready ace 
uaintance with the principles of Chris- 
tianity,” and in the next avers that “the 
greatest obstacle tothe propagation of Chris- 
tianity in China is found in the depravity of 
the heart.” I might demur to one and the 
other dictum, but have already written so 
long a letter, that I fear you will hardly 
give it insortion ; and must pass over the 
terms of the appeal for more missionary 
labour, with which the tract ends ; express- 
ing only full acquiescence in the statement 
that the enterprise requires ‘large views 
and plans,” and some doubt as tothe nature 
of ‘‘the debt wo owe” the Chinese, which 
should impel us to join bee a 

ving” necessary to help in the work ? 
poe it not, after all, como back to this— 
Here are anaturally intelligent people, who 
want teaching, a naturally rich country 
which wants developement ; and our duty, 
ourinterest and our inclination should lead 
us to do our best forall these ends? Iam 
convineed that we are all willing to do 
our best, when we are satisfied that the 
process of instruction is wise and good.

LAUNCH OF THE “ FEI-YUEN.” 

The Feiyuen is a small screw steamer 
which has been built on tho Hongkew 
side of the Soochow Creek, and is intended 
for the passenger trade on the Peiho river 
between Taku and Tientsin, calling at the 
various stations between thoso two places. 
She was designed by Mr. J. P. Croal, and 
built under the superintendence of Mr, 
Carnie, late engineer in the employ of the 
S. SN. Co. ‘The appointed time for the 
Iaunch was } to 2oclock; but a little 
delay occurred, and it was past 2 o’clock 
and the tide’ was falling, ero orders 
were given to down daggers.” ‘Those who 
had met to witness the event, then watched 
anxiously for the expected motion, but 
were disappointed ; the vessel remained 
still on the “ways.” ‘The screw was applied, 
and also a ram, but with no effect. Ropes 
were then passed along the sides, and tho 
coolies who had collected around the 
building yard were impressed into active 
service; and so, after a few gentle tugs and 
‘a great deal of noise, the launch was suc- 
cessfully effected—the ceremony of chris- 
toning being at the same time gracefully 
performed by Miss Ellen Dow. Success 
to the Feiyuen was drank by all present, in 
a bumper of Krug, and tho party sepa- 
rated. 

‘The dimensions of the Feiynen are, 75 
feet length over ull, 15 feet beam and 7 
feet depth of hold. ‘Her draft, when com- 
pleted and a full complement of passen- 
gers on board, will be about 4 feet G inches. 
When launched she drew 8 feet 4 inches 
aft and 18 inches forward. She is to bo 
fitted with compound engines of about 15 
Horse-power, and is estimated to attain a 9 
knot speed. ’She will have accommodation 
for about 100 Chinese passengers, and a 
saloon to accommodate a few foreigners, 
It is proposed to tow her to Tientsin be- 
fore placing the house on deck, When 
finished she will have a similar appearance 
to the 8. 8. N, Co’s boat, which 
conveyed passengers from Kinleeyuon 
jetty to the Ningpo steamers, whilo the 
Tsatlee was undergoing repairs. 














THE Loss oF THE “ sERIcA.” 
(Daily Press.) 

Charles Brown, a Dane, the onl 
from the wreck of the late British ship Serica, 
coumanded by Capt. Innes, which lelt Hong: 
kong on the 2nd November for Monte Video, 
and was wrecked on the Paracels at 8.30 p.m. 
and the 3rd November, arrived in the Annamite 
steamer Dang Wee on the evening of the 18th, 
He states that after the raft, left the wreck it 
was eight days beating about in dreadful 
weather ill-provided with food, water, or cloth. 
ing. One by oue the men daily failed to hold 
on through weakness, and were washed away. 
‘The crow at first consisted of 28 hands. The 
Captain died four days after starting on the 
raft, and eight men a few days later. On the 
8th night, the raft struck on a rock and was 
smashed, and the remaining number of the crew 
in an exhausted state were drowned, and he 
alone managed to cling. to the rocks and 
was saved from immediate drowning. Six 
Gays he sat and watched the sea, feeding on 
stray shell-fish, and was to fortunate as to find 
a little fresh water on the ledges. On the sixth 
day he was saved by afishing junk, the captain 
of which treated him kindly, and 'took him to 
Khanhoa. By this time le was one mass of 
sores, his logs nearly dropping off from tho ef- 
fects of salts water, and he was perfectly help- 
Jess. The French Missionary on shore at 
Khanhoa took him in and treated him yery 
juiy, ound up his wounds, and provided 
him with nourishing food, by which, combined 
with the great attention he received from the 
Padre, he was strengthened in six days. ‘The 
Padre then provided him with clothes, and 
took great pains to secure through the ‘man- 
Garin his safe conveyance to Touron ina palan- 
juin which the French missionary provided. 
Charles Brown desires to take this opportunity 
of expressing his sincere gratitude to the 





survivor 
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Padre at Khavhoa for his unceasing kindness 
towards him. He arrived at Touron on the 
20th January, after a journey of three weeks, 
having stayed with the French missionary at 
Khanhoa six days. He is also grateful for 
the treatment he received on the road to 
Touron. He remained in Touron under the 
care of the French missionaries till the 13th 
‘March, and was treated very kindly by them. 
He then embarked on board the Annamite 
Government steamer Dang-Wee, which on 
the same day sailed for Hongkong, and feels 
grateful to all for his deliverance and safe 
arrival. 








CENTRAL ASIA. 
The Friend of Jndia, commenting on the 
Sottlement of the Central Asian question as 
summarised in the official correspondence, 
says:— 
What the Umballa Durbar began, this treaty 
has finished, but neither Cabul nor St. Peters- 
burg must misunderstand our satisfaction, 
To the Ameer the arrangement will be of 
value only if he at once sets his house in 
order for the future, so that in duo time the 
‘succession to the throne which we have made 
for him as some atonement for our treatment 
of Dost Mahomed, shall consolidate the power 
of his house and not invite such anarchy as to 
necessitate our active interference. As to the 
new line between Bokhara and Afghanistan, 
that isasmall matter compared with what 
must yet come, Valuing Russia’s expressi 
of good will, we expect her to keep her promise 
in evacuatidg Khivaattor punishing the Khao, 
to respect what is left of the independence of 
Persia, to abstain from interfering with our 
‘Ally of Kashgaria any more than with him of 
‘Afghanistan, and to arrange with us such a 
aystom of commercial intercourse in Asia as 
Decomes civilized Power: 

‘Even without Colonel Walker's or a Russian 
map, our readers will be able to follow the 
Jine on any ordinary chart, Beginning on th

From the Kok- 
cha the line follows the Oxus down to Kojah 
or Hadjeo Saleh and between these the ‘eft 
bank alone belongs to Afghanistan, Bokhara 
being on the right. At Kojali Saleh, beyond 
the G6th parallel of longitude, the road from 
Karshee, which is the focus of the principal 
tracks of Bokhara, crosses the Oxus to Balk 
and the great fair of Mazar-ee-Shareef. Le 
ing the Oxus tho line shoots off between the 
BGth and 37th parallels of latitude to. the 
south of Merv, crosses the Murgab river and 
runs alniost due south to the Indian Ocean 
near the Glst parallel of longitude, Tt passes 
Herat and Farrah to the west, skirts Lash 
aud the marsh which juts out from the Seistan 
Lake, aud gives the Lake to Persia, but the 
whole of the Helmund to Afghanis 
‘Thence it continues between Persia and Be- 
ooebistan to a point between Gwadur and the 
entrance to the Persian Gulf, as we lately de- 
scribed. Russia hias, of course, nothing to do 
with this line when it runs between Persi 
and Afghanistan—that Lord Granville, as 
umpire, is deciding. Bué the course we have 
marked is that fixed ou by the Seistan Bound- 
ary Commissioners. We have thus guaranteed 
cur Cabul Ally, on both the north and the 
‘west, and against both Russia and Persia. 
Oar Foreign Otice Ins at the same time stop- 
pod the aygressions of Persia on ont co 
tomptibly weak feudatory of Beloochistan, 
though not without allowing the Shah to keep 
some of his ill-gotten spoil. 
























































HONGKONG HARBOUR MASTER'S REPORT. 
Extracts. 

Tho grand total of all the arrivals in the 
Colony, exclusive of ships of war, during the 
ess 1872, amounts to 31,394 vessels, measur- 
ing: 





77,076 tons, manned by 483,816 seamen. 
about 49 per cent represents the 
Junk trade, whilst British vessels absorb 32 
per cent, and vessels of other nationalities : 
claim 19 per cent. ! 
‘The arrivals entered exhibit a large increase 
iu the trade of the Colony, of 3,503 vessel, * 











‘941,240 tons, and 69,144 men, of which, the 
Junk trade shows an increase to the extent of 
2,849 measuring 363,104 tons, leaving the 
inerease of in foreign vessels at 654 
vessels and 578,136 tons ; of the latter increase, 
65 per cent is in British tonnage, and 33 
per cent is in tonnage of other nationalities. 

I find, so far as this Department is con- 
cerned, on reference to the records, that in 
1863, 1,822 vessels, measuring 894,924 tons, 
manned. by 29,561 seamen, arrived in this 
port. These were British and foreign ships 
only, the movements of Junks not being 
noticed in those days, with a result to which 
the Police piracy reports will testify. 

‘The records for 1872 show that 1,232 more 
British and foreign vessels, measuring 
1,010.942 tons, manned by 81,465 seamen, 
arrived in that year than came here in 1863: 
‘This alone is sufficient to account for some of 
the increased expenses of this department ; 
but when to this increase of work is added 
the boarding and recording the movements of 
28,340 native Craft, all wonder at the greater 
expenditure must cease. 

‘am much gratified to find that steps are 
being taken for the erection of light-houses 
to mark the approaches to Hongkong, for, 
although the port and its vicinity are nearly 
entirely free from hidden dangers, it is im- 
portant th: Masters of the numerous 
ships frequenting these waters should be en- 
abled, under almost auy circumstances of 
weather, so to distinguish the neighbouring 
‘groups of islands as to ensure them a certain 
means of reaching the Port of Hongkong, no 
matter, whether bound to it or seeking” its 
harbour as a place of refuge. 

‘There is no material change in the Emigra- 
tion to other Countries. 

‘The records exhibit large number of ‘Chi- 
nese as having returned to their native Coun- 
try. There were 886 from the Australasi 
Colonies ; 719 from Siam ; 3,236 from Mani 
4,259 from the United States of America 
4,065 from Saigon, and 10,482 from the Straits 
Settlements. 

In marked contrast with this, I find that 
the two vessels which arrived here from 
Havana during the year, brought but 58 
Chinese from that Colony ; whilst in 26 ves- 
sels measuring 20,506 tons only 68 Chinese 
were brought fiom Callao, 

Much inconvenience aud considerable in- 
security arises from the employment of un- 
certificated Engineers in many of the steamers 
on this Coast. I should view with great 
satisfaction an Ordinance extending the pre- 
ent Examination Board at Hongkoug to the 
examining intothe qualifications of, and grant- 
ing Certiticates to this class of officers. 





















7,829 Seamen were legally discharged in 
this Colony. and 8,096 were shipped during 
the year. ‘The number of Scamen in the 


rt 
legally discharged is now very small, there 
being, ou the 24th instant, only twenty.’ There 
is now no excuse for the destitution of even a 
single Seaman in the Colony. ‘Ihe indiseri- 
charity which some persons persist in 
exercising towards destitutes, merely serves to 
cherish and conserve an intolerable social 
nuisance. 




















‘THE KIOTO EXHIBITION. 
(itiogo News Correspondence. ) 

On entering, there will be found near the 
entrance a small Pottery. ‘Three or four wo- 
men aud a couple of men are engaged in 
moulding, glazing and ornamenting saucers 
and basins of cosrse grey earthenware. There 
was a single potter's wheel, but the women 
were fashioning saucers without its aid, and 
a way which was novel to me. ‘Taking up 
a dab of clay, the workwoman flattened it 

h her fingers into a rude dise ; then bend- 
her left arm, which was covered with 
calico, till her hand rested on her shoulder, 
she held the flattened piece of clay in her 
ight aud, aud) striking it several times 

jainst her eft elbow, while at the same time 
giving the clay a half-tarn, she quickly suc- 
ceeded in making a rude vessel, half basin 
hal cup. I suppose that only’ moderatel 
young women ‘could thus dispeuse with the 
wheel, and only a rounded elbow would 
auswer. One of the men brushed on the glaze, 
and another, armed with a hair pencil, dashed 
in an odd spray or two in a very rough style. 
‘The sides of the building were open, so that 
every process was to be seen from the outside, 
and appeared to afford much interest to the 
native on-lookers. There were a couple of 

















small portable kilns, in which the vessels 
‘were to be seen baking. 

Crossing a large courtyard wearrived at the 
entrance of a building resembling a small 
temple we found a crowd busy ex- 
changing their clogs and sandals for Japanese 
imitations of Chinese slippers, for the tem- 
porary use of which they pay a tempo per 
pair. As was the case last year, plenty of 
carpenters were still at work ; indeed, on ex- 
pssag 7 belief that any one of the three 

yuildings of last year contained as much or 
more than the present Exhibition, one of the 
officials informed me that there were a great 
many articles yet to arrive. Now with all 
due deference to their Honours the Comm is- 
sioners, I must confess that I think they have 
make a great mistake in opening the Exhibi- 
tion of 1873 more than a month earlier than 
its predecessor. It is evident that they are 
not ready, and had they postponed it for say 

ix weeks, not only would the Exhibition 
itself have given more satisfaction, but the 
woodland scenery which gives so great a charm 
to the environs of Kioto would have been in 
all its glory, and the visitor who could have 
left tho city dissatisfied with his excursion 
would indeed have been hard to pleas For 
my part I shall return at once, treating the 
present as merely a business visit, and post- 
poning my visit of pleasure till’ the merry 
Inontitof Say ; and {decidedly recommend 
those of my readers who can choose their own 
time to follow my example. 

However, to return to the Exhibition, ‘The 
articles were arranged on long tables, or sus- 
pended from the walls, in a similar fashion to 
that of last year. In "he first room the most 
attractive object, to my fancy, was a many- 
Jeaved seroen, each leaf of which was ornament- 
ed with a large panel of black lacquer, profua 
but in the most graceful fashion, festooned 
ith sprays and branches of bambo>, willow, 
westeria and other trees and flowers, all in 
mother-of-pearl, the flashing irridescence of 
which has a very beautiful effect. In an- 
other room were some novelties in the shape 
of pointed diadems and crowns of gold, and 
one of silver, all decorated with large beads 
of coral. In strange contrast to these wero 
some of the otesquely ugly miniature head 
dresses of black gauze work, formerly worn by 
the high and mighty of the land. A few kotos 
and biwas of indisputable ago, an oid relic or 
two, a Chinese glass hall lantern of good de- 
sigu, some pretty tortoise-shell fans, and a 
case of ivory and steel-girdle ornaments, were 
next arrived at. Amongst the uovelities wero 
two oil paintings, both modern. One a cheap 
German picture, with a good fire-light effect, 
the subject being a boy reading by the light 
of a fire, the other, more interesting, being a 
Japanese scene, a procession crossing a bridge, 
At is treated in a cold, hard manner, grey in 
Yatious shades being the predominating colour, 
the coldness ‘being slightly relieved by ‘the 
Purple and erimeon banners carried by some 
of the figures. A line of telegraph passing 
over head enables the spectators to fix the 
date pretty accurately. Near these was a 
circular slab of mosaie work, probably an 
Italian production. There wero a few speci 
mens of Jacquer work, some of which wero 
very fine. ‘I'he next room, or rather compart 
ment, contained a selection of native-maie 
needles, some combs, copper tea-kettles, &., 
and a collectiou of shells. We now passed into 
a gallery which ran along threo sides of an up- 
stairs room, from which the sliding windows 
had been removed. The sole protection for 
the crowd of sightscers, from falling into the 
courtyard beneath, was a wooden railing, per- 
haps 18 inches high. If the authorities don’t 
intend to keep a surgeon on the premises 
they had better put a new rail, at least 
three feet above the floor level.” In this 
department, the chief novelty was a hand- 
some orrery ; there were a few swords, some 
arrow heads, and a suitor two of armour.

NEW MARRIAGE LAW IN JAPAN. 
( Hiogo News.) 

It is often said that a man’s marriage is the 
most important event in his life, but like a 
greet many’ more statements which no doubt 
Contain on the whole a large amount of truth, 
there are many cases of exception to it. For 
instance, there are people being hanged every 
now and again, Circumstances have hitherto 
prevented us from enjoying the thorough and 
Eomplete confidence overnight, of any Benedick 
who was going to be the subject, next morn- 
ing, of the interesting psychological expire- 
ment alluded to; but we should certainly 
expect to find that he himself, (whose opinion 
might reasonably be entitled, in such a posi- 
tion, to be treated with some deference), 
‘would be under the impression that the cere- 
mony of marriage was not the most important 























one within the probability of human experi- 
ence. Besides, it ought to be remembered 
‘that the laws of different States vary so much 
from each other, that it is not always easy 
for man to know whether he is married or 
not. In the United Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain and Treland there are at least three dif- 
ferent laws, we believe, without counting ai 
hich may happen to bein fore, for anything 
we know to the contrary, in 'the town 0 
Berwick-npon Tweed, the Channel Islands, 
‘the Isle of Man or the Eddystone lighthouse. 
How complicated then must the question be- 
‘come when it implicates the subjects or citizens 
of two different States, the laws, morals, 
manners and customs of which are widely 
different ! 

‘The Government does not, however, appear 
to have beon daunted by the difficulties of the 
subject, but has passed a Marriage Law, of 
which ‘a correspondent has furnished us with 


a copy, It seems to be simply an Edict 
of five ‘short clauses, and refers only to mar- 
ingos between Japanese and foreigners. It 
‘would have beon as well, perhaps, if the Gov 
ernment had published at the same time, for 
the guidance ‘of foreigners, some explicit in- 
formation as to the law or laws relating to 
purely Japanese marriages, for 
Hist tho’ great majority of foreign residents 
know very little about the matter at all. How 
many of them have ever been present at a 
native wedding. Funerals we do know some- 
thing about, for they are conducted with great 
publicity, butin the present state of mainers 
End motals in this country few foreiguers seem 
able to understand whether a Japanese (man 
or woman) is married or uot, at any particular 
Government has contemplated 
ity of its subjects intermarrying 
with’ foreigners, but has it prescribed an} 
Yormal ceremonies which must be observed, 
ois it propared with any scheme of public 
registration of so important an act? Does 
the Japanese Government require that such 
marriage shall be celebrated both according 
to the {avs of Japan and of the country of the 
foreigner concerned, or will either ceremony 
be considered sufficient? We should like 
formation on the point. All that the 
dict itself states is, that any Japanese sub- 
ject wishing to marry a person not a Japan- 
ere subject must obtain the consent of the 
Goverament of Japan that any foreign 
a Japanese will bo looked 
upon as a nuturalized Japanese subject ; that 
any Japanese woman marrying a foreigner 
without first obtaining the consent of the 
Government will no longer bo regarded as a 
Japanese subjects that any Japanese willing 
to receive a foreigner into his family as a son= 
indaw must first obtain the consent of the 
Government, and that after the ceremony 
the foreiger, will be looked upon ax a Jax 
paneso subject ; and lastly, that any Japanese 
Woman marrying a foreigner may, by first 
obtaining the consent of the Government to 
the union, retain her personal property, but 
never, under any circumstances, real eatate. 
It is said also that wo are to be favor- 
ed witha Government manifesto anent divoree, 
but unless it be drawn up with a little more 
appreciation of the difficalties presented by 
$E2 subject, from a forsign potut of view, we 
ine the intending author may as well save 
himself the trouble of drawing it up. Toshow 
the apparent baste and plainly imperfect in- 
formation with which the subject has been 








seems to us 

































approached, let us take only the possible 
Jnstance of’ foreigner wishing to marry into 
a Japanese family. “After the ceremony he 
will be looked upon as a naturalised Japanese 
subject,”"—by the Japanese Government, we 
presume. Asa man cannot very well owe 
allegiance to two different powers at once, he 
would therefore, in view of such a marriage, 
have to denationalize himself. Unless the 
Goverenment does not know what that might 
involve,—which it ought to know,—it must 
simply wish to throw obstacles inthe way 
of the marriages for which it is professing to 
legislate. Besides, it is not always so easy a 
thing to get rid ‘of one's allegiance. It is 
often, nay, almost invariably, a work both of 
time ‘and’ difficulty. But indeed, this ill- 
digested attempt at law-making is scarcely fit 
to be treated seriously ;—the possible it 

portance in the future, of the subject wi 











which it professes to deal, constitutes almost 
its only claim to attention.

On receipt of that letter, H. B. M.’s Consul 
directed Dr. Johnston and myself to examine 
into the matter. We did so and made the 
following repo 

Swanomat, March 28th, 1873. 

Sir,—We have the honor to inform you 
that, in accordance with your instructions, we 
this day held an enquiry on board the British 
Barque Kirkland, Off. No. 26,199, regarding 
the circumstances which led to an outbreak of 
scurvy on board that vessel during her voyage 
from Sunderland to Shanghai, and we are of 
‘opinion that the diseaso originated from the 
following causes :—The Tengtlened voyage of 
nearly seven months, most of which time the 
crew were on salt provisions, the insufficient 
supply of sugar, the waut of preserved 
vegetables and meat, the inferior quality of 
the biscuit, the deficient sanitary arrange- 
ment in the houses where the crew were 
berthed, and the continual exposure of their 
bedding and clothing to wet, during heavy 
weather, 

On the first appearance of the outbreak of 
the disease, it appears that instead of doubling 
the allowance of lime juice, only the usual 
quantity was served out, and even that could 
not be drunk, owing ‘shortly after to the 
supply of sugar being exhausted. In addition 
to this, it appears that the allowance of salt 
provisions was stopped and no preserved 
meat given instead. 

Preserved meat was issied to the crew once 
a week, during the voyage, up to the time the 














disease first made its appearance, when the 





supply of all meat was stopped by the Master, 
and the crew were compelled to live on biscuit, 
flour, tea and coffee, without sugar, notwith: 
standing the fact that about 400 Ibs. of pre- 
served meat was, and is now, in stock. 

We found the biscuit very bad. and quite 
unflt for food. The beef, pork, &e., was of 
good qualit 

‘The medicine chest was amply suj 
the disinfecting fluids which shoul 
used were unopened. 

‘There were also about 10 Ibs. of preserved. 
compressed vegetables, and 48 Ibs. of preserred 
potatoes, both of which had not been used at 
all, the latter having, in the meantime, be- 
come bad. 

We are further of opinion that it was 
through the gross neglect of the Master 
Teasdale Caieige that the scurvy assumed 
such a formidable state ; and that the disease 
might have been arrested by the timely issue 
of a double allowance of lime juice, and a 
proper supply of sugar, by a sufficient allow- 
ance of the preserved meats, vegetables and 
stimulants, with which the’ ship was amply 
supplied, ‘by due attention to cleanliness 
throughout the ship, and by the use of the 
disinfecting fluids. 

We have no hesitation in condemning the 
biscuit and the preserved potatoes, as unfit 
for use; and we suggest that the houses on 
deck, in which the erew were quartered, be 
thoroughly cleaned, disinfected, soraped nd 
paint

Pr 
vious to making the above report, I'was i 
structed by Mr. Medhurst to inspect th 
and on my recommendation the men wer 
to the hospital. It was then that defendant 
admitted he had been short of sugar during 
the latter part of the voyage. Th 
none on board the ship’ at the tin 
asked the Captain where the sugar was. “He 
and the steward admitted there was none on 
board ; it had failed three weoks bofore the 
ship's ‘arrival in port. Under the 5th Seo, of 
the 4th para. of the Merchant Shipping Act 
of 1867, the master is bound to 
cient quantity of lime or lem 
according to the scale of medicine: 
Stores published by the Board of Trade, 1 find 
that the proportion of sugar for ships carry 
ing, like the Kirkland, a crew of betweon 
L1'and 20, is 98 Ibs., besides the amount 

titled to under the 
ip. was bound, by the 
Bad Sec. of para. 4 of the Act, to have these 
stores on board. ‘The official scale is contained 
in the book of instructions. 

In answer to the Court, Derenpasr said 
L.was not aware that I had to carry a surplus 
stuck of sugar. I have the book of instructions 
Mr. Tapp has referred to. I acknowledge I 
have not read it. I forgot I had it.” It 
is three years since { bought it. I had, 
when I left home, 461 Ibs. of sugar and 95 
Ibs. of treacle, That, gives 194 days allowanee 
for my crew. I was 195 days to Woosung. 

Mr, Tarr remarked that he could not get 
sugar at Woosung; and the voyage, moreover, 
lasted 210 days instead of 195, 

‘The Magistrate wished to see the Book of 
instructions—Defendant had not brought it. 

Mr. Tare said the instructions required 
vessels on a voyage East of the Cape to carry 
12 months supply of medicine aud medical 
stores, and $ months supply West of the Cape. 

"Whe Macisrrare then referred to the next 


























































charge, that medicines and medical stores 
(whicl included eugar and lime jnice) had not 
been scrved out as required by the Act. 

M vid, after the sugar failed, the 





Time juice had been served outin bulk, wher 
as the act required that it should be served 
‘out to each individual, and that anyone re- 
fusing or neglecting to take i should be 
entered in the log book. No entry aypeared. 
Moreover, in theabsence of sugar, men having 
scurvy could not swallow it; their gums were 
too sore. 

‘The Captain admitted tle lime and lemon 
juice ad been served out in bulk after the 
Gate named—he understood at the men’s own 
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request, and he understood that they watered 
it and drank it, 

‘Mr. Tapp said he understood that the Car- 

ter, who was too ill to call as a witness, 
ad not received any. ‘Then, of the medicines, 
carbolic acid had notieen used at all; the bottle 
on board was full, Fresh provisions had not 
been sorved out sufficiently, although there 
‘were 400 Ibs. remaining onboard, and the 
supply of tinned vegetables was not even 
broached, Soup and Bouilli, Boiled Mutton 
and Essence of meat are among the Medical 
Stores prescribed in the official list of stores. 

Derespass, asked whether he had any 
question to put to Mr. Tapp, said—T arrived 
in port on the 11th instant, end fold you (Mr. 
‘Tapp) I had had along passage ; and that my 
meu rere ill, I told you thele condition. You 
said 1 had better send them to hospital. I 
said Dr. Barton was attending them on board. 
You raised no objection at the time; but 
came down afterwards to inspect the ship. 
Did the men complain to you and ask to g 
to hospital? 

Mr. Tare—I asked the men whether they 
wished to go to hospital, ‘They said they 
and complained to me of want of attendance, 
I saw their condition ; the place they were in 
was dreadful. They had not beon washed for 
8 long timo; their beds and bedding were 
Areadfully foul, ‘They said, in answer to my 
enquiry, “anything to get out of this.” 

Hexry Pransos—I am an A.B. of the 
Kirkland, The vessel left Sunderland on the 
29th August, and arrived here on the 11th 
March. “Sugar was served out with the lime- 
juice till it was done—about 3 weeks before 
We arrived. After that, lime-juice was nob 

ven to each man as ‘before. There were 

of us in the forecastle. While the sugar 
lasted, we used to go aft, and the stoward 
sorved out sugar and limo juice to cach man. 
Afterwards, the lime juico was sent forward to 
us in bulk, in quantities of two or three days 
supply at.a time, We couldn't drink it. It 
‘was too bitter, ‘Three of the men were sick 
for two months, and one about a fortnight or 
three weeks, before we arrived, I and another 
worked till we arrived, although we were ill. 
‘Tho carpenter, who lived in another cabin 
with the sailmaker, was also ill for two 
























months. ‘They were ill with scurvy and 
rheumatism. ‘When we got here, we were 
all sic sont to hospital, “Threo of us Were 





thero for 13 days; the remainder are still 
there. ‘The sailmaker was also ill, but did not 
lie up. We did not ask to go to hospital at 
first, ‘because the Doctor came and said he 
would send us vegetables which he did not— 
only afew potatoes aud vinegar. Wohad been 
in ‘four or five days before we wrote the 
letter that has been read. We didn’t ask 
to go tolospital, because we were toil to 
out of the forecastle to doo. ‘The Captain 
did come forward with the Doctor. I believe 
‘some of the men did then speak about goin; 
to hospital, "We told the doctor wo. wante 
to go. to. hospi said we were just 
as well whore we were, with attendance ; he 
would send us vegetables and wine. We said 
we would rather go to hospital ; “We got no 
Attendance at all, “The Captain came in once 
with the doctor, with a bottle of wine or 
brandy, I don’t know which (Defendant said 
it was sherry.] We got, besides, some pota- 
toes sliced up with vinegar, but we couldn't 
eat them on acconnt of our gums being too 
sore. We also got meat and vegetables. ‘The 
Doctor said he would send us some soft bread, 
but he did not. One of the men had dysen 
tery, and was too ill to leave the house to go 
to tie head. Lsaw Mr. Tapp on board. it 
was the next day that the Captain took us to 
hospital. 

Mr. Tape said he had suggested to the Cap- 
tain to snd them to hospital; but he had 
Tefused, saying Dr, Barton ‘was attending 
them and that he said they would do just as 
well on board, He (Mr. Tapp) had then 
seen Mr. Medhurst, who had desired him to 
inspect the ship and report. He had re- 
ported ; and Mr. Medhurst had then ordered 
the men to be sent to hospital. A constable 
had been sent on board with the order, aud 
the Captain had refused to send them. 

Mr. Mepnursr added that the Captain had 
come to him the next day, and refused to send 
‘them. To au enquiry—why ; did he not 
thi they would be better cared for in hospi- 
tal? he answered perhaps they might, but he 
must consult his Doctor. My. Medhiurst had 
told him he had bettor make up his mind to 


















get | meat, why did you not 





send them to hospital at once, as ordered ; if 
not he himself must send them. 

‘Hesry Peanson (examined by Mr. Tapp) 
continued—Preserved meat was served out 
twice a week during first part of voyage. 
After the scurry broke out, it was served out 
‘once a week,—except to four, to whom no 
meat was given, but a plateful of soup occa- 
sionally. Just before we arrived, for about a 
fortnight, we gota Ib. of preserved meat 
instead of salt meat ; the other four men got a 
plate of soup instead. I don’t know whether 
there was no more meaton board. ‘The steward 
did not tell us. 

[Mr. Tapp said he had found about 70 tins 
of meat on board in good condition. ] 

Derexvast, asked whether he’ wished to 
cross-examine witness, said—From the time 
you left port to the 5th December, preserved 
meat was served out to you once a week. 
From the 5th December to the 29th January 
you got it twice a week, 

‘Witness—Yes. Those are about the dates. 

Derespast continued :—Prom the 20th 
January to the 251 ary you got it 
about three times a week. 

‘Witness said—No, we only got it three 
times a week for a fortnight. 

‘To Mr. Tapp—That is, except the four who 
got no meat, only soup? 

‘Witness—Yes. 

DeveNpaxt said they had lime-juice and 
sugar served out to the 2lst February. After 
that for four days, lime-juice and treacle. 
He did not know that it was afterwards serv- 
ed out in bulk, or that the men did not 





drink 
Witness (Pearson) said they had told the 
steward they could not drink it. 


‘The MacisTRArE said, they came aft to 
itup tothe time of the sugar failing; why 
had the practice been given up 

Devesxpaxt had not thought about it, he 
knew they were getting the lime juice. 

‘Mr. Tarr poiuted out that defendant was 
bound to see it served out ; and to note if 
they did not take 

Witness continued :—We had treacle for 
about two days after the sugar was done. 
‘The Carpenter became sick on January 20th. 

Defendant said the men had had thelr usual 
allowance of preserved meat for about two 
weeks after they became ill; he had then 
ghanged ‘it because he thought it was not good 
for them. 

The Magistrate—What was the 400 lbs, of 
preserved meat for, then ? 

Defendant—To give the men in the usual 
course, 

Magistrate—How much did you start with? 

Defendant —A hundred and three G 1b. tins. 

Magistrate—And how much of this went 
into the forecastle? When you stopped salt 

on with fi meat? 

Defendant—They had it onoe a week. 

‘The Magistrate-And do you think that 
‘was sufficient ? 

Defendant—Had recommended them rice 
and soup and things easy of digest 

‘The Dlagistrate—And all this time you 
never consulted your Book of Instructions, 
although all your men were down with scurvy? 

Defendant acknowledged he had not. 

‘Mr. Tapp remarked that he had good tin 
vegetables on board, which were the best 
things for scurvy, and had not touched them. 

Defendant said he had not neglected the 
men; he had advised the Carpenter to lie up 
of his own accord, and had done what he 
could for his leg. 

Mr. Tapp (producing the log) said the 
Court would remark that no entry had been 
made in it of scurvy having broken out on 
board, till after the ship’s arrival in port and 
he liad himself spoken about the omission. He 
now saw the entries had all been made, since. 

‘Defendant, asked whether he had any 
statement to make, said he had looked after 
the men as well as he could. 

‘The Macisrrats.—That is not the charge 
against you. The chargeis that you neglected 
precaution fo prevent the outbreak of scurvy, 
And did uot use the proper appliances to cure 
it. Some of the appliances you had and did 
not use ; some you ‘had not, which you ought 
to have had. 

Derenpant said he had given the man 
Anderson (who was ill with dysentery) every 
atteation. He fad fed him-on rice, sog, 
‘soup and things which he thonght would be 
goon for him. He had asked Anderson and 
Bullen to remove aft, but they had preferred 
to stay forward. 


























Mr. Tarr said, exeopt in sugar, the ship was 
well supplied. 

‘Tho Macisrrare said that made it so much 
fhe worse—having appliances and not using

Derexpanr said, if there had been omis- 
sions, they had not occurred purposely ; ho

Sir E. Horxny noticed that he was logged 
for refusing to draw water, and was then 
ordered to go aloft. and the topmast.

I could only 
stand at the wheel for a short time. I was 
very weak, but could work about the deck 
where I could sit down now and again, 

In answer to the Chief Judge, Defondant 
said he had not had scurvy, nor had thoso 
who lived in the cabin with him. 

‘Phe Macrsrrare said he must sce the Book 
of Instructions, to seo how far Defendant had 
followed the instructions in it. As he under- 
stood the Kirkland did not sail till Tuesday 
next, he would adjourn the case till Friday, 
for its production.

have been put better than he had himself been 
able to put it. 
‘The Macisrrare did not think he had 


suffered in this respect ; the evidence was 80 
clear. 

Mr. Tarr, before His Worship proceeded 
fo deliver judgment applied, on the part of 
H. M, Consul, that the official log might bo 
impounded, ho reason he did so was, that 
entries of the illness of the men had not been 
made in accordance with the Act, By Sec, 
282, Para 5, the master was bound to ‘enter, 
or cause to be entered in the log-book, “every 
case of illness or injury happening’ to any 
member of thé crew, with the nature theroof 
and the medical treatment adopted, if any.” 


While Section 281 provides that ‘every 
entry in every Official Log-Book shall be made 
asscon as possible after the occurrence to which 





it relates, and if not made on the same day as 
the occurrence to which it relates, shall be 
made and dated so as to show the date of tho 
cocurrence and of the entry respecting it ; and 
in no ease shall any entry therein in respeot 
‘of any occurrence happening previously to the 
arrival of the ship at her final port of dis- 
charge be made moro than twenty-four hours 
after such arrival.” 

Inzeply to tho Cour, Mr. Tarr added that 
the Kirkland was in port more than 48 hours 
before he had noticed and pointed out tho 
omission to defendant. He applied that tho 
log might be impounded, in order to send it 
to the idl of ‘Trade, 

Order made accordingly. 

His Worsmir then proceeded to deliver 
judgment as follows :— 

T have, since the hearlog of the case on 
Wednesday, had an opportunity of examining 
the Book of Instructions that the Act under 
which these proceedings are taken requi 
every ship to be provided with ; and thoresult 
of the examination of it is only to confirm the 
Jimpression I formed of the ease af the hearing. 
I do not think it possible to conceive a case 
which could show more cruel indifference or 
criminal carelessness on the part of a master, 
to the health or wellbeing of his men. I oan- 
not,imagine that the defendant desired to 
bring about the state of things that has been 
proved to:have existed in: his ship, but it is 
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cortain that, had he so desired, he could not 
have taken more effectual means to bring it 
about, I cannot listen to his excuse that the 
omissions were not wilful, for indifference and 
sglect may assume such proportions that in 
their results they are not distinguishable from 
the most deliberate and wilful acts inspired 
by malicious motives. 

‘To justify this strong language, I have only 
to refer to the facts proven or admitted in the 
case, and to read some portions of the book I 
have alluded to—as showing the means of in- 
formation the defendant possessed and neg-

All that washed 
on shore from the wreck was taken possession 
of by the local officials, but there was vory 
Tittle saved. Ono of the Japanese sailors 
having attempted to swim off lo the wreck to 
try and recover some of his clothes, was un- 
fortunately lost, cither by drowning ‘or being 
strack by some spars that were washiing about.

T-Cloths of good to finest quality have also been frequently 
enquired for, but neither have they been obtainable at current offers, In the commoner descriptions of both weights scarcely any business, 
beyond Auction Sales, has taken place. A few English Drills, Jeans and Sheetings have been settled at very low rates during the week, 
aud the market for eich of these closes quietly with indications of «further desline, "The value of 7lts. Grey Shirtings has touched 
‘Tis, 1,65 per piece, at which figure some 8,000 a 10,000 pieces were placed immediately after last mail left. Within the last day or two, 
however, a better fecling has prevailed, and there are no longer any goods to be had at the lowest point. Yesterday, Tis. 1.68 waa paid 
for a small lot of fair, ordinary chop. In 8}-Ibs. the business reported has been confined principally to re-sales of cloth bought 
sometime ago on speculation. Importers have been able to do very little by way of sales, but, as a rule—they have refused to close 
with Tis. 1.80 «1.91, which has been the current quotation for passable common chops. A very fair enquiry has been experienced 
throughout, and at the close, the tone of the market is confident, and prices seem hardening. Sales. and re-eales since 26th instant, are 
estimated at 70,000 pieces. Collic ion chop to-day is worth Tis. 1.924 1.93 in the native market. Of heavy Shirti few have 
been sold, and fo-day's quotatious for them are to a great extent nominal. Some 10-Ibs. Mildeved have been disposed of at Tis, 2.25, and 
Da9p-ibs., have found buyers to a small extent at Tis. 2.35 a Ts. 40 per piece. Sales of 72 Rood White Shirtinge at'Tis. 2.79. 2.80 are noted, 
and of the lower Reeds at last week’s quotations, but Cony? the Northern accounts of this textile are not unfavorable, the demand has.
